Ottawa, Aug. G. — Lord Elgin, the col- 
onial secretary, has sent a dispatch to 
Earl Grey setting forth that the at- 
tention of his majesty's government 
has been drawn to the diversity of 
practice which prevail:; in various parts 
of tho empire in regard to the grant- 
ing of honorary distinctions and titles 
to military units. lie says: "I have 
now, by his majesty's command, to in- 
dicate to you the procedure which it is 
considered desirable should be ob- 
served in such matters. As all hon- 
orary distinctions (not only decora- 
tions and medals) must bo held to 
emanate from the sovereign, they 
should not in any ease be granted 
without his majesty's sanction having 
boon first obtained. Changes of titles 
which Inv.dve the use of the words 
"royal" or "imperial" or introduce tho 
name of a member of tho royal family 
(for example, Dulto of Connaught's 
Own), should likewise bo submitted In 
tho first Instance for his majesty's 
sanction. Any application, therefore, 
to use such designations, or for tho 
grant of honorary distinctions, should 
bo made to the secretary of state, who 
will make known the King's pleasure 
on the subject after conferring with 
the army council. Any other changes 
of title r>eed only be formally reported 
to the secretary of state for Informa- 
tion, with a statement of the reasons 
for tho changes where such changes 
are made on military grounds, e. g : , 
tho change of Infantry to mounted 
rifles. It will bo necessary for tho 
abovo mentioned procedure to be car- 
ried out before any honorary distinc- 
tion or change of title can bo recorded 
in -army lists published by' tho war 
office. 

It Is probable that on tho opening of 
tho branch of the royal mint here, in 
November or December next, a new 
nickel penny may bo introduced Into 
tho Canadian coinage. It is felt there 
is a need for a penny piece in Canada, 
and a nickel coin worth two cents 
would not have the disadvantage in 
respect to cumbersome size and weight 
which necessitate the discarding of tho 
old copper penny. The nickel In Can- 
adian coinage would also afford an- 
other convenient market for the large 
nickel areas now being exploited at 
Cobalt. The new mint will employ 
about sixty men and will turn out 
about 16,000,000 coins per year. At 
present the British mint Is turning out 
on the average of about 10,000,000 Can- 
adian coins per year. Cobalt camps 
have already yielded $10,000,000. 

Hon. Sidney Fisher has sailed from 
Southampton for Canada. 

Hon. W. S. Fielding and Hon. L. P. 
Rrodeur are not expected in Ottawa 
for five or six weeks. 

The tributaries of tho Ottawa river 
are so shrunken that much pulp wood 
has been stranded. The drives on 
tho Petawawa ami Gatlneau rivers are 
in a bad state. A dearth of pulp wood 
Is viewed with alarm at Ottawa, as 
many orders are being received owing 
to the strikes In Scandinavia. The 
present condition of the rivers is due 
to tho late spring. The early floods 
passed away while the Ice still held 
I the timber. 

Lord Strathcona arrived in Ottawa 
from Montreal at noon today and drove 
straight to the Premier's ofllce, where 
Iho had a conference with Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler in connection with the "All 
Red" line. After I lie conference, Lord 
Strathcona had luncheon with tho pre- 
mier. 

The dispute between the government 
and the Marconi 'Wireless Telegraph 
company in respect to the interpreta- 
tion of the agreement witli the govern- 
ment for the maintenance and opera- 
tion of wireless stations In connection 
with the marine service has reached 
an acute stage. 

The company has begun legal pro- 
ceedings to enforce its contention that 
under their contract the government 
Is obliged before proceeding with the 
I installation or establishment of a wire- 
less station to acquaint the Marconi 
company with tho requirements, when 
I It shall be optional with tho Marconi 
company to build and operate said 
station at their own expense. From 
this interpretation of the contract the 
government dissents. The Minister of 
Marine in a letter to tho Minister of 
Justice asking advice In the matter, 
points out that "should the Marconi 
company's interpretation of the con- 
tract he correct It will bo impossible 
for the department, should it so de- 
sire, to use any other system than the 
Marconi system, and the Mareonl sys- 
tem will have a monopoly of all the 
government business for such time as 
they desire to exercise their option. It 
will restrict legitimate competition and 
will seriously hamper the government 
In carrying out its present intention 
of establishing n series of wireless 
stations for tho protection and assist- 
ance of navigation on the Pacific 
coast." 

Hon. Mr. Aylosworth in a written 
statement lias advised tho department 
of Marino that under tho terms of the 
agreement ho finds nothing to pro- 
vent tho crown from erecting a wire- 
less station and equipping it with in- 
struments other than tho Marconi in- 
struments. Acting on this advice, tho 
department has gone ahead with tho 
establishment and operation of wlro- 
less stations on tho Pacific, coast, and 
tho Marconi company will fight tho 
legal proceedings to maintain its claim 



for a practical absolute -monopoly of 
the wireless telegraph business of the 
government. 

A cable dispatch says W. T. R. 
Preston, on his arrival at Toklo, was 
given a most cordial reception by the 
British embassy. Mr. Preston pre- 
sented letters of Introduction from Ot- 
tawa, also a letter of Introduction and 
recommendntlon from Sir Claude IMac- 
donald. Through these Introductions 
he has had an opportunity of confer- 
ring on tho question of bis mission 
with Viscount Hayushl, minister of 
foreign affairs, and Mntznko, minister 
of commerce. The Japanese aro ex- 
tremely desirous to extend trade rela- 
tions with Canada, and will leave 
nothing undone to make Mr. Preston's 
mission successful. Hon. M. Tsu, rep- 
resenting the Japanese government, 
sailed for Canada, on July 30 to mako 
special inquiries along the same lines 
as Mr. Preston Is milking in Japan. 

.1. S. Larke, Canadian trade agent in 
Australia, reports that the Australian 
tariff will be reduced and that this 
will beneficially affect Canadian trade 
with that country. 

Opposition opinion here is that, the 
next session will be called for October 
and that dissolution will follow so 
quickly as to bring on tho Dondnlon 
elections in March;.

Klester, Minn., Aug. G.— Following a 
heavy hall storm here this afternoon, 
a tornado formed two miles west of 
hero and laid waste a stripe of coun- 
try twelve miles long and half a mile 
wide.

Mason City, la.. Aug. 6. — Clear Lake, 
Hanlontown and Lake Mills were 
visited by a cyclone at 5 o'clock this 
evening, doing much damage. Re- 
ports from Hanlontown and Lake 
j Mills are meagre, as all wires are 
down. Many barns and houses were 
destroyed. Ono person was killed and 
several injured at Hanlontown.

St'. Paul, Aug., G. — A telephone mes- 
sage from Winona, Minn., says that 
a terrific wind and rain storm which 
broke over that city about 5 o'clock 
did damage which Is estimated at 
$100,000. The city Is in darkness to- 
night, and the street cars have been 
stopped, as it was deemed unsafe to 
turn on the current owing to the 
prostration of wires. Telegraphic com- 
munication Is entirely cut onVtind only 
one telephone is working In the city. 
So far as has been ascertained no lives 
were lost and no one was fatally in- 
jured. Many of the principal build- 
ings were unroofed, plate glass was 
broken and much other damage done. 

The new public baths, which were 
presented to the city, which were to 
have been formally opened next Sat- 
urday, wero entirely destroyed. A 
bridge on the Milwaukee road at Da- 
kota City was blown a\vay and traf- 
fic on that road is Impeded Across 
the river at East Winona the Green 
Bay and Winona depot was partially 
destroyed and a passenger train which 
was standing on the track was blown 
into tho ditch. The passengers mi- 
raculously escaped serious Injury. 
The storm lasted three-quarters of an 
hour, during which time torrents of 
rain fell. No communications have 
been had with tho surrounding coun- 
try, but it Is feared that farmers suf- 
fered much damage to their crops and 
farm buildings. 

St. Paul was visited by a severe hail 
storm at 3.15 p.m. today. The bail 
fell for but a few moment?, but dur- 
ing that time the street paving was 
made white with globes of ice.

Vancouver, Aug. G. — W. E. Simpson, 
president of tho North American Tim- 
ber company, is in the city. His com- 
pany has its headquarters at St. Paul, 
and Is composed of Minnesota and 
Iowa capitalists. They have been buy- 
ing largely both on Vancouver island 
and the mainland of late, their ex- 
penditure being about live million dol- 
lars, and their purchases composing 
261 square miles of timber limits, of 
which 100 square miles are on the 
mainland and the balance of 101 sqare 
miles on the east and west coasts of 
Vancouver island. Mr. Simpson says 
his company formerly operated in Or- 
egon, but has sold out and will Invest 
In Canada exclusively. Next year they 
will erect six large mills at mainland 
and island points not yet settled, and 
expect to commence cutting about 
October next year. The Island mills 
will cut for export trade only, and the 
mainland mills for northwest markets. 
The Railway Commission concluded 
; sittings here this morning. Mr. 
McMullen, C. P. R. solicitor, announced 
agreement had been reached 
with the city of Victoria about tho old 
Esqulmalt road crossing over the E. 
& N. tracks. The difference between 
Vancouver and the V. W. K: Y. over 
False crook wero all amicably adjusted.

Mr. Lavergno never- 
theless kept on speaking, trying to 
raise his volco above the din In an at- 
tempt to deprecate such conduct. J. 
P. Slmard, a member uf the Quebec 
Trades and Labor council, did the 
same and finally Mr. Bourassa took the 
platform. His appearance was greet- 
ed with cheers from the larger part of 
the crowd, which remained attentive, 
while others whistled and hooted. He 
said that he had not eoaio to hurl In- 
vectives at any one or answer charges 
made against him, but simply to ex- 
plain his programme. He knew very 
well that those Who were trying to 
disturb tlie meeting did not represent 
tho opinion of Sir Wilfrid Laurler's 
constituency. "If any one is to re- 
gret these scenes," went on the speak- 
er, "it will indeed bo the prime minis- 
ter himself, who always respected lib- 
erty of speech." 

Mr. Bourassa then related how a set 
had attempted to break up a meeting 
In Toronto at which ho was to speak 
against Imperialism, but the sensible 
majority of those present had pre- 
vailed and allowed him to go on. Ho 
hoped the same thing would take place 
on tlie present occasion. 

Despite these arguments tho dis- 
turbers kept up their noise, which grew 
so deafening that Mr. Bourassa had 
to stop sneaking. There were cries 
of "Down with tlie platform," and sud- 
denly the crowd began to sway to and 
fro. Sympathizers of Mr. Bourassa 
who were massed in front and on the 
north side of tho platform, began to 
shuffle In the direction of the disturb- 
ers, and when they met there was a 
free-for-all fight, the combatants strik- 
ing and tugging at each other. 

Some Policemen under command of 
Sub-Chief Walsh, who all evening had 
been watching the movements of tho 
crowd, decided to Interfere. They 
fought their way into the compact 
mass, -and after a sharp strugglo suc- 
ceeded In landing three of the trouble 
makers In tho cells. This considerably 
angered the re.it, and When Mr. Bour- 
assa continued his speech, declaring 
that he did not hold cither tho Liber- 
als or tho Conservatives responsible 
for the disturbance, lie was pelted with 
stones.

total of about 2,000 rounds. The num- 
ber of Moorish dead will run into tho 
hundreds. A single party of marines 
killed 150 Moors. The French wound- 
ed number about 12. No Frenchman 
was killed. The Marabo'ut, Sidi Mar- 
ouf, was wounded. 

On Saturday night the Moorish Pa^ 
sh'a at Casa Blanca was advised that 
troops would bo landed the next day. 
He gave assurances that the city 
would remain calm. At 5 o'clock Sun- 
day morning a small detachment of 
50 marines in command of an ensign, 
landed In the city. This had hardly 
passed through the Watergate beforo 
it received n volley fired at .a point- 
blank range from a detatchment of reg- 
ular Moorish troops. Five marines 
and tho ensign wero wounded. Tho 
ensign was shot through both hands. 
In spite of hli injuries ho ordered tho 
men to fix bayonets and charge. The 
Frenchmen did so and in the lighting 
more than 150 Moors lost their lives. 

The marines continued on their way, 
clearing ttho ground of tho enemy, as 
they went, until they reached tho 
French consulate, where the French 
citizens of Casablanca had taken re-? 
fugo. The other European residents 
had sought safety at their respective, 
consulates. In the meantime tha 
French cruiser Galilee had commenced 
shelling the native villages outsldo of! 
Casablanca to prevent Arabs from 
entering the city. According to the 
Amatole's passengers, tho shells could 
bo soon ploughing up the earth and 
killing men and horses. At 11 o'clock! 
in the morning the French cruiser Du 
Chayla arrived. She had been la 
wireless communlcattion with tho 
Galileo and as she steamed in her) 
gunners were at their stations. Broad- 
side on the beach she opened an en- 
filading fire with melinite shells on tho 
horsemen and natives on foot who 
wore In the market place to tho east 
'of the town. The horsemen were 
riding madly in circles. The Du Chayla 
also sent a party ashoro under Com- 
mandant Maguln. As they wero land- 
ing the marines were subjected to a 
fire from a Moorish force under com- 
mand of Marabout Sldl Belout, but tha 
rapid firing guns In the bows of tho 
French launches cleared the ground 
for tho sailors, who made their land- 
ing expeditiously. They scaled tho 
walls of tho Portuguese consulate and 
reached tho French consulato undefl 
cover of the guns of the marines al- 
ready there. A party of thirty men 
were landed from a Spanish cruiser, 
but did not take part in the bombard- 
ment. At half past five o'clock In 
the evening, the French cruiser For- 
bin arrived, and Immediately there- 
after tho Anatole left. She was re- 
quisitioned by tho French consul to 
carry despatches to Tangier. As sho 
left port she passed a German and an 
English vessel crowded with refugees.

After reaching Victoria at the end 
of one of the most eventful journeys it 
has been' the fortune for anyone to take 
and after ln>.t M hours in your 
midst, I think It impossible that 6,000 
miles separates us from the dear old 
Motherland, so homelike II all seems 
to nie. 

"I can not help remembering tlhat 
Victoria was named after the queen 
whom all of us so loved and reverenced 
remembering- us we do those lines of 
the poet laureate: 

"Her court was pure, her mind 
serene, etc." 

and asking what more auspicious 
augury you could have lor the 
great future of the province that In tho 
name of its capital, a name which so 
long as tlie British Empire shall last, 
w ill he honored and revered." 

Such were the words of Ernest 
Brain, representing the touring British 
pressmen in the city with reference to 
the city of Victoria in response to tho 
toast of "Our Guests" at the dinner 
tendered them by J. S. II. Matson, 
managing director of the. Colonist, at 
his residence, West Bay, last even- 
ing. 

In all some fifty people were pre- 
sent at the function. Dinner was served 
in a pavilion on tho lawn overlooking 
the waters of the Straits ot Juan dc 
Kuca. Ferns and masses of native 
flowers had transformed the tent into 
a veritable bower which lighted by a 
myriad of fairy electric lights con- 
cealed in clumps of .shrubbery, or fes- 
tooned from point to point within the 
tent and along the sylvan colonnade 
which conducted the guests from the 
house to the bower. At pauses in the 
proceedings an excellent orchestra, 
renedered music from a distance. Mrs. 
II. Croft evolved the plan of decora- 
tion and superintended Its arrange- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr. McBrido 

-After tlie toast of "The King" the 
toast of "The Guests, the Visiting 
Journalists" was proposed by Hon. 
Richard McBride, premier of British 
Columbia. 

Mr. McBride referred to the presence 
of the visitors In British Columbia as 
but another instance of tile growing 
importance which Camilla is gaining 
in the motherland. British Columbia 
has been visited by great soldiers, 
leading statesmen, prominent profes- 
sional \\\<m, but none more welcome 
than the members of the fourth es- 
tate. 

It was an Indication of tlie fact that 
there was more interest in Canada 
than ever before. He could understand 
that with the great pressure of public 
business in the colonial and other gov- 
ernment offices in Great Britain Can- 
ada was given not so great a share 
of attention as Canadians might wish. 
He was happy to note, however, that in 
tlie press of that nation and in the 
speech of the people it had reached 
i\ degree of distinction which had 
raised it to a height where it was tho 
envy of tlie other colonies, who ad- 
mitted it.s proud ])re-eminencc. Can 
ada is first. 

Then it is so largely due to the en- 
ergy of the transportation companies 
and in a great incsuro to that of the 
C. P. R. He regarded the enter- 
prise of the C. P. R. as a good Instance 
of the enterprise of Canadians gen- 
erally, and Specified their excellent 
steamship and rail service as a type 
of things Canadian. 

Here in Western Canada the great 
distance from tlie Atlantic and from 
Britain is a great handicap, formerly 
when one had seen Montreal, be would 
return to Britain and state that he 
had seen Canada. Such a time had 
passed away, however, and the casual 
visitor, even, realizes that he has to 
feel tlie breezes of the balmy Pacific 
before he could say that he had seen 
Canada. 

The citizens of British Columbia feel 
that they have the richest of all the 
provinces of tlie Dominion. It has, 
however, to be admitted that local 
conditions present many difficulties. 

Cor instance, in the opening up of 
the mineral wealth there is the initial 
trouble of transportation. Before a 
man will delve into the natural re- 
sources of the province the provincial 
government must go deep into its 
treasury to provide him with roads. 
This is a heavy drain upon the' finan- 
ces of the Province. 

Continuing Mr. McBride told tiie vis- 
itors that this was the reason why 
tin' resources of the province had been 
so slijrhth tapped. Where tlie coun- 
try was traversed by railways, and he 
instance,! the C. P, R„ its great wealth 
was realized, but as good, and Indeed 
better conditions, would be found to 
exist elsewhere It' the country has but 
the transportation facilities. Even 
with the <i. T. I'. the problem would 
be far from solved. It. like the C. P. 
il.. would be tint a pathfinder. 

"All that has been said and all that 
can be written about British Colum- 
bia will be more than brought out 
ami confirmed when British Columbia 
Is given her fair show In tlie prosper- 
ity of the Dominion," he remarked. 

Continuing, Mr. McBride referred 
to the fact that tlie natives of this 
province are true imperialists. They 
realize thai tho liberties they enjoy, 
as well as their prosperity, is largely 
due to the Initial protection and as- 
sistance rendered them by the home, 
land. Development had brought about 
many changes, and It behooved Can- 
adians, us well as it did Englishmen, 
to consider how Canada and the homo 
land <•< > 1 1 1 r I be brought nearer While 
Englishmen might feel concerned in 
tho situation they could rest assured 
that Canadians also felt so. He be- 
lieved that British Columbians were 
the most Intensely loyal of the citizens 
of any of the provinces, and he in- 
Btnnced a number of reasons for so 
believing. 

Responses 

Mr. Brain, of tho London Times, in 
response referred to the loyalty to the 
British connection which the party 
had found everywhere manifested 
throughout Canada, He spoke with 
especial emphasis of Victoria and the 
homelike conditions prevailing there 
as above mentioned. Mr. Brain af- 
firmed that all portions of tlie empire 
must learn to foel I hat the oceans 
unite instead of separating them. The 
premier had spoken of how all must 



think of the methods by which tho 
various units composing the British 
empire could be brought together. At 
home, in Britain, there were many 
different methods advocated, but ; he 
was certain of one thing, that back 
of all there was a common purpose, 

J. A. Fisher, of the Belfast Northern 
Whig, also briefly responded. He re- 
ferred to the impression of the wide- 
reaching areiuserved by tho C. P. R. 
which he had gained. He had begun 
to believe that tlie welfare of Canada 
was bound up in tlie C. P. R', oven 
as the welfare of the company was 
bound up in that of Canada. He paid 
a tribute to the sense of comradeship 
which, tho party had found animating 
the press of Canada, and compliment- 
ed tlie members of the fourth estate 
whom ho had met upon the Pacillc 
coast. He referred to the tremendous 
future which was before Victoria, ly- 
ing as it did on the narrow frontier 
of Britain on the Pacific, and to the 
fact that the development of its re- 
sources depended not on its climate, 
its natural advantages, etc., so much 
as upon its inhabitants. 

In a few graceful words Mr. Harold 
Begbie of the London Chronicle, re- 
ferred to the peculiar Interest lie had 
felt iu Victoria. In some places upon 
their tour they had heard England 
criticized, but In no place had they 
found the. spiritual and unquestioning 
lovaltv to the traditions and spirit id' 
England as he had In (he sentinel city 
of Uie Pacific, lie felt he was in Eng- 
land, hearing the English language. 
Mr. Begbie 'referred to the immense 
tnfluence of that common bond of 
language. It was a lie which would 
knit together the empire 

A short but characteristic speech 
from George II. Ham was punctuated 
with the cheers, tlie admiring ap- 
plause and laughter of all his friends 
after which Capt. Clive Phillips- Wnl- 
lev briefly referred to the Importance 
to' Canada of publicity. Publicity and 
common knowledge was the best solu- 
tion of the question as to how the 
empire was to be drawn together. 

He stated that till differences or 
chnnco of differences would disappear 
once the Integral parts Possessed a 
knowledge of one another. He briefly 
referred to the work of a relative of 
one of the guests of the evening, the 
late Sir Matthew Begbie the man who 
single handed had (aught the thou- 
sands of lawless miners from Califor- 
nia and the south the majesty of Brit- 
ish law. 

Hon. D. M. Eberts, sneaker of the 
provincial legislature. gracefully ex- 
pressed tho hope that the present, trip 
would not be the last one of the pres- 
ent party, and that it would be but the 
forerunner of many other similar par- 
ties. He referred to the loyal and 
patriotic sentiments animating every 
Canadian, and to their pride and af- 
fection for the mother country. 

A. J. Dawson, of the London Stand- 
ard, briefly referred to the expressions 
of loyalty heard on every side. He was 
convinced that the task which 
devolved upon the party from the old 
land was to inspire tha't loyalty on 
the part of the old country to the colo- 
nies as was everywhere expressed by 
tlie colonics to the mother country. 
They must endeavor to remove that ig- 
norance which is the sole obstacle Ho 
the binding together of the empire in 
closer bonds. 

C. H. Lugrln, editor of the Colonist 
as a Canadian and a member of a. 
family which hail been Canadian for 
over two hundred years, rose to pro- 
pose tlie Shealth of the British Empir.o. 
He referred to a remark of Sir William 
Van Horhe with regard to tlie neces- 
sity of thinking of the .British Empire 
with ;i map of the world before one. 

On the Pacillc ocean, to tlie import- 
ance of which one of the speakers had 
already referred, the strip of land upon 
which they now stood was tlie only 
possession of the British empire and 
here centred or would centre perhaps 
the most Important problem that Brit- 
ish statesmen would have to grapple 
with. Tills was tlie Industrial strug- 
gle with tho awakening Orient, Japan 
and China. Much as Britain owes to 
her ally, Japan, In any future arrange- 
ment she should consider what she 
owes to Canada as well, and must re- 
member that the wish of British Col- 
umbians Is that it shall remain a white 
man's country. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser, attorney-general 
of the province, dilated upon the tre- 
mendous resources of the province and 
the debt of gratitude it owed the CP. 
R. He quoted figures showing the ex- 
tent and area of British Columbia. He 
expressed the hope that many of the 
visitors would be so charmed with tlie 
country that they would later wander 
bark to take up their residence here. 

Howard Cray, of the Pal! Mall Ga- 
zette, briefly voiced the thanks of the 
visitors to Mr. Matson for his enter- 
tainment. They had, like the 'Israel- 
ites of old, seen great things In Egypt, 
great things in tlie land of Ham," but 
nothing that equalled their treatment 
in Victoria. He proposed the health 
of the host. 

Mr. Matson in response expressed his 
gratification at Hie visit of tlie jour- 
nalists and the presence of the var- 
ious members of tie' cabinet and oth- 
ers present. lie was certain that 
should the visitors from the old land 
return a second time they would find 
the people of Victoria only too glad 
and willing to do tar more than they 
had done for their entertainment. 

Tlie National Anthem concluded the 
proceedings.

CONDITIONS IN WEST 
DESCRIBED BY VISITOR 
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Sir Montague Allan Well Pleased 
With What He Saw on 
His Trip 



Another Delayed Shipment 
Arrived Yesterday 

A Few Things We Guarantee About 



Winnipeg, Aug. 6.— Sir Montague 
Allan, of the Allan Steamship com- 
pany and president of the Merchants 
bank, arrived in the city this morning 
from the west. He has just complet- 
ed a tour of inspection of the busi- 
ness of the bank in the west. He ex- 
presses his complete satisfaction with 
tlie development of the west and the 
prospects for Its future. In till parts 
of the country through which lie trav- 
eled the grain appeared to bo in a sat- 
isfactory condition. This was espec- 
ially true of the farther west, but (.wen 
in the territory between this city and 
Brandon, where reports indicated a 
shortage, everything is looking well at 
the present time. 

"This was really my first visit 
through the west in 21 years," lie said, 
"and it is needless to say the changes 
in the country were very astonishing 
and of u very satisfactory nature. Ono 
thing which I was sorry to sec was 
tljo large amount of wild mustard 
which has been allowed to appear In 
tho wheat fields. This I can only 
attribute to the lack of care In the 
operations of farmers. The utmost 
pains ought to be taken to prevent the 
further spread of this noxious wood. I 
understand that the railway companies 
have been active in seeking to over- 
come this evil, and I trust that such 
efforts will be continued and supple- 
mented in every possible manner. 

"From the city l went through to 
Calgary and Edmonton, inspecting tho 
branches of the Merchants bank on tho 
way. I met the managers and many 
of the customers of the bank, and 
found them ono and all most enthu- 
siastic and optimistic in reference to 
tho prospects before tlie western Prov- 
inces of Canada. Along the Calgary 
and Edmonton line all the crops were 
in a most satisfactory condition, and 
the development of the country litis 
been rapid and most marked. There 
was no apprehension in reference to 
tho harvest, and it was anticipated 
that the yield would be satisfactory 
and grain saved In good condition. 

"In tile mountains we visited Banff, 
Laggan, and Field. We drove, to Em- 
erald Lake from Field, and found it to 
be as it litis been described, the. pret- 
tiest place in the whole world of 
travel. On our way back we had the 
fortune to see a large bear close to 
the driveway. Such sights are not of- 
ten seen nowadays. At Banff we 
climbed tho Sulphur mountain and 
found plenty of snow. 

"Vancouver, as you know, is enjoy- 
ing great prosperity. Many people are 
arriving there, and the city is growing 
wonderfully. We crossed to Victoria by 
tho Canadian Pacillc steamer Princess 
Victoria, and visited tlie city, which 
we found to be very prosperous. On 
tho way homo we went to Okanngau 
and inspected the fruit ranches of Lord 
Aberdeen and Vernon. It Is unneces- 
sary to say anything in reference to 
this attractive country which is at- 
tracting many settlers at the present 
time. 

"Everywhere in tlie west there is i 
strong demand for more money for lb 
development of the great resources of 
the country. That, I said to our 
friends, was tlie same demand exist- 
ing through the world, and that It was 
difficult for the banks to supply the 
demand fully for this reason. 

SAYS HE IS BUGLER DUNNE 

Deportation of Young Man That Claims 
That Name 

Winnipeg, Aug. 6. — Tho Winnipeg 
immigration authorities deported last 
night as a criminal a boy who said 
said 

he is Bugler Dunne, of South African 
war fame, who is credited witli sav- 
ing tlie day for the British at the 
battle of Colenso. All England and tho 
British Empire rang with the fame of 
tho young bugler who saved tilho Brit- 
ish forces at the battle of Colenso. 
Bugler Dunne, as he was called, was In 
tlie van of the army when he was 
wounded by a shot In the leg. Despite 
tills ho raised and blew the necessary 
calls till England had won the day. 
He gained t'he heights where the Boers 
had been entrenched, then he fainted 
away. On his recovery and return to 
England he was feted everywhere and 
received by tho Queen, who gave him 
personal thanks. After that he went 
on the music hall stage and for some 
time nothing Unas been hoard of him. 
The immigration authorities have been 
making arrangements for some time 
for the deportation of a young man in 
jail at Portage la Prairie under the 
name of Walter Woodrow. He was ar- 
rested on February last for the theft 
of SU00, but was released Oil suspended 
sentence. On March I! he was again 
arrested and sentenced to serve a term 
of six months, which would expire on 
August 11, next Monday. It is believed 
that this is his true name, but "he went 
under tlie alias of Dunne and came to 
Canada on August It last year. On 
the passage over be was known' as 
Bugler Dunne and be lias always 
claimed since that he was the Colenso 
hero. Several people say thai his photo 
resembles the original Dunne but other 
people deny this. Still the fact is that 
when he left Winnipeg last night in 
custody lie stoutly maintained that he 
was tile only and original Bugler 
Dunne, who as bugler boy in the Dub- 
lin fusiliers, did much to save the 
British from defeat at Colenso.

Mayor Morley prefaced the adjourn- 
am>v e ? meeting of the council last night 
<>M» > , , m ^ silting as a committee of enquiry into 
the recent lire by stating that the real 
reason for the investigation was to 
take advantage of the opportunity 
ottered by the lire to find >ut whether 
the water supply and apparatus were 
sufficient and the services of the lire 
department efficient, but not for the 
purpose of placing the blame on any 
particular person, as suggested by the 
press. 

Assistant Fire Chief McDowell was 
the lirst witness called,' and was 
questioned once more; as to the amount 
of hose available and in use on the 
day of the lire. He was succeeded 
by Thomas Praece, city superintend- 
ent of the water works, who was ask- 
ed by the mayor it' the lire lighting 
power afforded by the water service 
in the area that was burnt differs ma- 
terially now from that afforded some 
twelve or thirteen years ago. 

Mr. Preece — Ves, we now have a 
12-inch main on Government street in- 
stead of the 2 1-2-inch main we used 
to have. It was laid about elghtf years 
ago. 

It may bo added here that Water 
Commissioner Raymur afterwards 
fixed the date of laying this main as 
April, l'JOl. In response to further 
questions from the mayor tho witness 
said that during the last live years 
the water service In the nrea men- 
tioned has been better than before, 
and that the same might be said In 
a corresponding degree of the rest of 
the city. 

Mayor — Did you give the lire de- 
partment all the water available dur- 
ing the last lire? 

.Mr. Preece— Yes. AVithin fifteen 
minutes they bad all- the water pos- 
sible. I gave the necessary orders us 
soon as I saw the smoke of the lire. 
We opened up the Cormorant street 
and another 0-inch valve, and as soon 
as I saw the lire had spread up by St. 
John's church, I shut ol'f the Johnson 
street fl-lnch valve to give more pres- 
sure above. 

in response to further questions 
the witness stilted there was no means 
of notifying the firemen of the steps 
taken to increase the water pressure. 
It was for them to notify the water 
people of what was needed, though In 
case of a lire close in town they could 
tell at the works. East of Government 
street, he said, there was a gravity 
system-. 

Tho Mayor — Have you rlbw a sys- 
tem of valves whereby you can con- 
centrate the entire force of both the 
12-Inch and the lG-lnch mains on any 
one section? 

Mr. Preece — It would be practically 
useless to put pumps on tho .12-inch

big main could give four engines el^ht 
or ten good streams with tho North 
Dairy pumps assisting. 

Aid. Henderson — That means about 
8,000 gallons a minute. 

Mr. Preece — I was referring to the 
nominal pumping capacity of the John 
Grant. She cannot force the amount 
named through the nozzle of a hose. 
Tho day of the fire tho North Dairy 
pumps wore furnishing, li.OOO gallons 
a minute and the total supply was 
about 2,750 gallons a minute, but, of 
course the whole amount was not 
available for fire purposes. 

Tho mayor then recalled Fire Chief 
W«itson and asked him the followln 
question : 

"I sec by referring to the statistics 
that during tho 14 years prior to your 
term of office the average annual loss 
by lire was $14,000, while since you 
have been chief tho annual loss has 
averaged ?75,»n0. Since the testimony 
Shows that during the last Ave years 
the water supply has been better than 
before, what is your explanation?" 

Chief Watson— I think tthe true fig- 
ures are about $05 000, but the differ- 
ence Is attributable to three big fires 
There was the Spencer fire with a los^ 
of $135,000, the recent fire with a loss 
of $110,000, and a third fire of $SO,00(). 
Exclude those three fires and the an- 
nual fire losses during my administra- 
tion will amount to about $10,00ib 

In further defence of Ibis administra- 
tion the fire chief added that the city 
had also nearly doubled In size during 
that time, and that he did not con- 
sider the water protection was any 
better when the increased demand 
upon It wits taken into consideration. 
Referring to the last fire, he said that 
if they <?han had notification in time 
flhov "could have put It out with a 
chemical engine, hut the fire had burn- 
ed for G to S minutes before the alarm 
was turned In. He also said that he 
had never lost a business block, al- 
though there had been several bad 
fires, notably tithe Drlard fire, when 
insurance experts In the hotel at the 
time gave up the building for lost. 

Asked if ho had drawn any conclu- 
sions from the recent fire which lie 
could communicate, the chief Bald the 
fire was largely due to the In flammable 
nature of the buildings and the silhlngle 
roofs. 

To tho mayor— I don't think our fire 
alarm system perfect, but I think it is 
adequate. We get about half our 
alarms over the telephone. Some peo- 
ple don't seem to understand tho 
alarms though they are simple 
enough. 

Regarding discipline and organiza- 
tion, ho said that his men were drill- 
ed to take orders from the senior men 
present in the absence of the regular 
officers. 

To tho mayor— We might have faster 
running apparatus. Before the fire was 
over our horses were practically worth- 
less. 

Aid. Fullerton remarked that the fire 
wardens and the chief has asked for 
better equipment, but had been refused 
for lack of funds. 

Aid. Vincent — Have you enough men 
to handle the apparatus you have 
got? 

Fire chief— Hardly, but we have al- 
ways been able to get volunteers. 

Aid. Henderson referred to the figur- 
es of comparative fire losses produced 
by tho mayor and asked the chief if he 
considered Hills force had kept pace 
with the growth of tho city. 

Chief Watson— No. The apparatus 
is tho same as It was seven years ago. 
But the force is hiore satisfactory. 
Formerly we had IS men ifftd IS on 
call, and we riever knew where we 
wore, now we Shave 27 paid men which 
Is more satisfactory.

Aid. Fullerton cross-examined Water

In response to questions he went on 
to explain that his men were instruct- 
ed to open the necessary valves with- 
out special orders in the event of a 
lire occurring on the west side of Gov- 
ernment street.

He admitted that this was 
not quick enough but tho only sug- 
gestion ho could offer was that the 
tiro department should bo permitted 
to handle the valves.

He explained that these 
valves turned from left to right, and 
so differed from all other appliances 
of the same nature except the hy- 
drants. 

To Aid. Vincent — The main on Store 
street is a 4 -inch. 

Aid. Vincent — There is a 12-Inch 
gravity main on Government street.

United Kingdom, Though absolute 
uniformity may not bo practicable;' 
there can be no doubt that a much 
greater measure of uniformity and 
simplicity might exist than is at pre- 
sent the case in tills branch of mer- 
cantile law. • 

The trend of recent legislation In 
this country lias been to endeavor to 
afford Information to all who may 
seek for it, on tho ground that pub- 
lilclty is the best protection which 
can be devised for tho benefit or credi- 
tors and oC investors, and' that, 'more- 
over, It is ralr to demand publicity 
of companies and to compel disclosure 
of material facts-by them in return for 
tho privilege or limited liability. With 
regard to tho projection of creditors 
and investors, it lias been truly said 
that leglslatloln cannot protect peoplo 
from the consequences of their own Im- 
prudence, recklessness, or want or ex- 
perience. Nor can tho legislature sup- 
ply them with prudence, judgment, or 
business habits. It can, however, make 
it possible for the creditor or Investor 
to obtain the information' necessary 
to enable him to form a judgment. Fa- 
cilities in this direction form a. very 
important part of the recent Act of 
1900, and tho bill at present before 
parliament proposes to carry the same 
principle of publicity still further by 
making the Information tiled with the 
registrar as to outstanding mortgages 
and charges more complete, and by Im- 
posing a duty on prospectusless com- 
panies to file a statement in lieu of a 
prospectus with the same material In- 
formation as to the company which a 
Prospectus Is bound by tho law to con- 
tain. 

"It is in the direction or Increased 
facilities for acquiring information 
concerning companies that a step to- 
wards uniformity would lie commerc- 
ially most useful, a step, moreover, 
which could be taken without causing 
any disturbance to trade. The same 
Information as to the affairs of a 
company might easily bo made acces- 
sible, whether the company was reg- 
istered In the United Kingdom or else- 
where within the empire. At present 
there Is much divergence or law and 
practice in this respect. Most or the 
colonial acts, tor Instance, provide for 
an annual return of the Issued capital 
of a company with a list of sharehold- 
ers; the I'omion act, on the other hand, 
only makes a return necessary when 
demanded In writing by the secretary 
of state. Some of the colonial legislat- 
ures have required that copies of pros- 
pectuses and information as to mort- 
gages and debentures should be filed 
with the registrar, but in many col- 
onies neither the one nor the other is 
necessary. In India .and Victoria 
alone Is the duty of filing an annual 
balance-sheet Imposed on companies. 
In order to show exactly what informa- 
tion and documents are at the present 
time required to be filed by joint stock 
companies at the several registrars or 
the United Kingdom, or India, and or 
tho colonies, a tabular statement has 
been prepared. 

"ir.a larger step than tho one sug- 
gested in tho preceding paragraph 
should ever appear to be feasible, it 
can- hardly be doubted that the assimi- 
lation of the law of companies 
throughout the empire would be a great 
convenience to the mercantile commun- 
ity generally especially now that so 
largo a proportion of trade is carried 
on b\i means or joint stock companies. 
It would, moreover, tend to increase 
the confidence of the home Investor 'in 
companies registered In India and in 
the colonies and the result might well 
bo a greater willingness on the part 
of capital from home to fiow into In- 
dia and colonial undertakings and en- 
terprises."

A comparative analysis of tho com- 
pany laws of the United Kingdom, 
India, Canada, and other colonies, with 
a memorandum prepared by the board 
of trade for the imperial conference, 
1007, has been puutished as a blue- 
book iCd. 3uSU), says the London 
Times. 

.Mr. Llewellyn Smith, in an intro- 
ductory letter to the president id' the 
board of trade, explains that the im- 
perial conference, after considering 
the analysis and memorandum, adopt- 
ed the following resolution, in view of 
Which the blue-book Is now published 
"That It is desirable, so far as cir- 
cumstances permit, to secure greater 
uniformity In the company laws of the 
empire, and that the memorandum 
and analysis prepared on this subj 
by the imperial government bo co 
mended to tho consideration of 
various governments represented 
this conference." 

Tho memorandum and analysis was 
prepared by Mr. George Stapylton 
Barnes, comptroller of the companies' 
department, who discusses tho dlffl- 
culties in the way of the assimila- 
tion of the laws relating to joint 
stock companies In various parts of 
the empire. In some respects they are 
not very great, because the laws of 
tho colonies tire, to a considerable ex- 
tent based on those of the United 
Kingdom. The difficulties are due 
chiefly to the multlclpllcity of statutes 
forming the law, not only in the mo- 
ther country, but in the colonies. We 
have no fewer than 17 acts here al 
home, and in some or tho daughter 
states the number of separate, enact- 
ments is oven greater, Canada rejoic- 
ing in no fewer than "nine different 
system oE company law contained In 
75 acts and ordinances." As regards 
tho United Kingdom, a rresli bill, em- 
bodying, among other things, some 
Provisions in force in India and the 
colonies, Is now before parliament; 
there Is also a consolidating bill, which, 
ir passed, would unite all existing 
statutes in one net. 

Mr. Barnes' views on the question of 
producing a unified code for the whole 
empire are thus set forth: 

"It Is not suggested that absolute 
uniformity of the company laws of the 
empire Is attainable; for the varying 
needs of each part of (he empire must 
result in special laws lnr which there 
is no need In other parts. The "no- 
llablllty" companies, for instance, of 
Canada and of Australia, In which the

to inaugurate. The Japanese are de- 
veloping an individuality apart from 
the policy of their government, and 
they aim to go where there are dollars 
to be earned. The work of the Japan- 
' ese government may be in Asia, but 
the work of each Japanese seems to 
he anywhere he can get employment. 
Japan Is increasing in population at 
the rate of about 800,000 a year, and 
there is not room for so many new

immigration In Korea, .Manchuria and 
other Asiatic regions. An Island race, 
the sea presents no barrier, but only a 
means whereby they can reach lands 
where they can put their energy and 
industry to good advantage. In t'hese 
things the Japanese have, and they 
are entitled to have our full sympathy, 
hut after due consideration has been 
given to them, their remains untouch- 
ed the greatest factor in the case, 
namely, racial demarcation. Our peo- 
ple simply will not live side by side 
with the Japanese on terms of equality 
and the Japanese will lie content with 
nothing else. 

T'he difficult ies presented by the 
facts as they exist are admitted. We 
do not know that they are rendered 
any more serious by t'Jie Anglo-Ja- 
panese Alliance. On the contrary, it 
socms as though the close friendship 
of the two governments ought to as- 
sist in removing them. We are told of 
what is due from us to Japan; not so 
much is said of what is due from Ja- 
pan to us. One may assume that t.'.lie 
advantages of the alliance are not all on 
one side, and if we must consider Ja- 
panese pride of race, it is surely not 
unreasonable to expect that they will 
consider those Ideas, call them preju- 
dices, it' you will, which the Canadian 
people entertain. Canadians have 
never been slow to make sacrifices for 
imperial reasons. We have, not quite 
without protest, but certainly without 
very serious expressions of dissatisfac- 
tion, seen choice parts of our territory 
given up to our neighbors for the sake 
of the peace of tjhe Empire, but we 
will not be so complaisant in regard 
to a policy, which will lead to the 
overrunning of what we have left by 
a people alien In blood, institutions, 
language and traditions. If the Im- 
perial government Is unable to appre- 
ciate the Importance of preserving the 
•Western frontier of Canada as a Bri- 
tish frontier, In fact as well as in 
name, it Is not easy to foresee what 
stops our own people may feel called 
upon to take. 

Our own impression is that the 
emergency is not nearly ns grave as 
some people consider; that Is we be- 
lieve that it can bo safely met and

could injure any other part of the 
province. British Columbia Is a geo- 
graphical as well as a political division 
of the Dominion of Canada. It re- 
quires easy commercial outlets on the 
east, south ami west, and every im- 
provement in this respect cannot bene- 
fit one section without benefitting all. 



"ALL-RED" LINE 

An Ottawa despatch announces that 
Lord Strathcona, who lias rearmed 
that city, lias had a conference with 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier in reference to the 
proposed inter-lmperlal line of steam- 
ships, and that both of them are con- 
fident of success. There will lie no 
difference of opinion in Canada in re- 
gard to tlie desirability of advancing 
this project by every reasonable means 
available. For good or ill, the grant- 
ing of a preference to the Britls'h pos- 
sessions beyond seas does not seem 
to be favorably entertained by a ma- 
jority of tin- British people, and while 
Canadians would be very glad if the 
other view of the case would find ac- 
ceptance, they will not seek to Im- 
pose their desires upon the people of 
tlu? United Kingdom any more than 
they would wisll to see the people of 
the United Kingdom endeavor to Im- 
pose their views upon them. The 
very essence of tin' Imperial relation 
must be perfect freedom on the part 
of each of the component parts of the 
Empire to follow such policy as they 
deem best in regard to their domestic 
affairs. Canadians believe that pro- 
tection is the best fiscal system for 
their country, and It will he recalled 
that when the .Martinis of home then 
Governor-General, Inquired of the Col- 
onial Office it" iie sthould withhold his 
assent from the first protective tariff, 
because it seemed hostile to the Brit- 
ish doctrine of free trade, lie was ad- 
vised to follow tlie advice of ids min- 
istry, which he did, and protection be- 
came the law of Canada. The prin- 
ciple which led the Colonial Secretary 
of that day to give t'his advice was 
eminently sound, and It must be re- 
spected if we are to have a perman- 
ent imperial fabric. 

Hut there are other things than the 
adoption of tajlff preference that can 
be done to strengthen the bond of Em- 
pire, and the proposed "All-Rod" lino 



is one of them. Wo need the best pos- 
sible connection between Canada and 
the United Kingdom, but we need still 
more the best possible connection be- 
tween Australia and New Zealand and 
Canada. A project would not deserve 
to be considered Imperial, If It only 
took account of the Atlantic ferry ser- 
vice. It must look furl'her afield. It 
is pleasing to be aide to note a grow- 
ing Interest in Canada In all matters 
relating to the southern dominions just 
mentioned. Our business connections 
are as yet not what they might lie, but 
they are steadily growing morn Inti- 
mate. If tlie history of Canada teaches 
one thing more forcibly than another, 
it Is that Improved means of communi- 
cation have an exceedingly important 
influence upon tlie feelings of countries 
towards each other. Wfhen British 
Columbia was separated by vast moun- 
tain ranges and an almost trackless 
prairie from Eastern Canada, the peo- 
ple of tills province did not regard 
themselves as Canadians. Now they 
do. Frequent and easy means of com- 
munication have brought about tlie 
difference. So we believe, that a 
speedy and treqnent means of com- 
munication are established between 
Great Britain, on one hand, and Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand on the other, 
by way of Canada, there will be an un- 
precedented development of Imperial 
sentiment. We have great faiPh 
In the ability of Anglo Saxon 
peoples to sol\e all problems. 
As a mass they are wiser than 
their leaders. Self-constituted Empire- 
builders may despair of seeing the edi- 
fice completed, but we would like to 
remind them that before they were 
born, tlie hardy pioneers of British 
dominion in all quarters of the globe 
were laying, amid disappointments, 
sacrifices and trials, the foundations 
of what, in the Providence of God, 
seems destined to Ik- a united nation, 
which on the slhorcs of every ocean 
will keep unfurled the flag, which is 
the symbol of liberty and self-govern- 
ment. 

In this connection the following Lon- 
don dispatch of the 29 ultimo is of in- 
terest: The Liberal-Imperialist Chron- 
icle continues an Influential campaign 
favoring the All-Red route. For the 
benefit of ultra Cobdenitos, it today 
emphasizes tlie difference between sub- 
sidies and the proposals of the tariff 
reformers, and declares that the idea 
of Improving tlie means of communica- 
tion has for some years been in the 
minds of the liberals. It quot.es in- 
fluential opinions favoring such meth- 
ods of linking the empire. 



THE KAISER AND THE CZAR. 

The meeting, which lias just taken 
place between the Kaiser and the 
Czar. is not likely to have any notable 
effect upon International relations. The 
semi-official announcements regarding 
It are chiefly negative, and .probably 
the most accurate interpretation of the 
meeting is that said to prevail in St. 
Petersburg, and is to the effect that it 
was only intended to demonstrate that 
the understanding between Russia and 
Germany has not been weakened by 
recent events, and tlie new grouping 
of European nations. Seml-offlclally 
it is said that both monarchs are satis- 
fied witli the course which diplomacy 
is taking in determining the relations 
between the various powers, and es- 
pecially with respect to the Anglo- 
Russia-Japanese agreements. It has 
been also given out that the incidents 
in Morocco are not likely to lead to 
complications. Whatever designs the 
Kaiser may have entertained of seek- 
ing to interfere with what may ln- 
callod the British peace policy seem to 
have been abandoned, and possibly it 
was an injustice to attribute any such 
desire to him. In this part of the 
world our ideas of European politics 
are tinged by the sensationalism of the 
New York press, and if we have not 
come to look upon tlie Kaiser as an 
international mischief-maker it hns not 
been tlie fault of the European corre- 
spondents of the American papers. The 
diplomatic atmosphere seems to be re- 
markably clear at tlie present time. 
If the Morocco incident is ended with- 
out exciting the Moslems against the 
Europeans as a whole, there is no ap- 
parent reason for anticipating a dis- 
turbance of the peace of the world for 
a long time to come. 



If it lie true that a serum has been 
discovered that will cure cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, as Is alleged in a Chicago 
despatch, the value of the discovery 
will bo beyond estimation. The mor- 
tality in cases of this terrible dlseaso 
may not lie quite as high as tlie des- 
patch says. Ninety-nine and one half 
per cent, would mean that practically 
every case terminates in death, ~l)ut the 
rate is high enough, higher, possibly, 
than from any other disease that is 
of anything like common occurrence. 
It seems also to be a malady against 
which it is impossible to take precau- 
tions. 



Since receiving Mr. .Morley's letter, 
which Is printed In another column, 
the Colonist has Investigated the In- 
cident referred to, and finds that lie 
Is altogether wrong In his account of 
it. Tlie matter Is of very little Im- 
portance, except us Illustrating the un- 
reliability of Mr. Morley upon subjects 
concerning which lie lias any personal 
interest. As Mr. Morley' seems an- 
xious to have Mr. Matson's Opinion re- 
garding tlie administration of the dut- 
ies of the mayoralty, we havo asked 
the latter, as soon as he can make it 
Convenient, to furnish tlie Colonist, with 
them. Mr. Morley thinks that the Col- 
onist is criticising him for campaign 
purposes, from which we infer that ho 
Intends to bo a candidate at the next 
municipal election. Seeing that he 
allc-scs tlie course of this paper towards 



civic matters has been shaped' with 
the object of defeating him, he can 
hardly take exception to the assertion 
that his course lias been carried on 
with the objeot of securing re-election. 
Speaking with absolute frankness, we 
had not supposed that Mr. Motley 
would be in tho field again next year. 
It Is well to know that ho contemplates 
such a course. 
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Japanese Immigration 

There is no check on the influx of 
Japanese at the Pacific coast, and, al- 
though there are strong local protests, 
they do not seem to make headway as 
yet against tlie indifference of other 
parts of tlie Dominion, ami tlie feeling 
that tin- mutter is virtually beyond the 
Canadian Jurisdiction. A treaty made 
in tlie interest of Canadian commerce, 
and under which the Dominion sharps 
with Britain some commercial privil- 
eges in Japan, leaves the Dominion open 
to a certain extent to Japanese immi- 
gration. Prom Japan such Immigration 
is restricted to one a month out of each 
of the forty districts, or less than 500 
a year. This does not apply to Japan- 
ese coining to Canada from other coun- 
tries and consequently of little effect. 
The great Influx Is from Honolulu, a 
movement over which Japan preserves 
no ofTlcinl authority. Britain's Imperial 
relationships and responsibilities make 
It necessary to preserve the good-Will of 
Japan, and to that end no such unfriend- 
ly legislation as direct exclusion or the 
levying of a prohibitive tax is likely to 
be approved. All such legislation for- 
merly adopted bv British Columbia has 
been' disallowed bv the Dominion Gov- 
ernment for Imperial reasons, and now 
that the Influx has reached serious pro- 
portions and Is likely to increase, tho 
protests from tlie Pacific province are 
growing more violent. The newcomers 
are snld to be moving In large numbers 
toward the northern Interior to form 
railway construction gangs ana arc 
vlng the industrial purpose fori 
served by the now excluded Chinese. 

Tlie only local interest favorable to 
the Importation Is the employing Inter- 
est desiring a free supply of cheap lab- 
or. Although tills is naturally strong 
nt the present time. 11 is Incomparably 
less, as a oolltlcnl force, than the Inter- 
ests moved by a desire to make tlie West 
a white mini's country. Canada's com- 
mercial advantages shared through the 
Japanese treaty would certainly be 
waived In tlie interests of British Col- 
umbia nnd of the Industrial classes in- 
lurlouslv affected by Asiatic competi- 
tion. Tlie Imperial Interests at stake 
are not so cnsllv estimated. On the one 
hand, there Is the fact that British Col- 
umbia Is n part of the Empire and 
should not he in hired unreasonably for 
the general benefit. Canada in a. larger 
wav is an Important part of tlie empire, 
and should not he subjected to restric- 
tions likely to provoke serious fllsinteir- 
uratlng antagonisms. Our keen desire 
to retain our autonomy mast be taken 
Into account In considering how far Im- 
nerlal Interests can with safety or lim - 
it determine our policy toward immi- 
gration. On the other hand, we must 
remember that Britain's place among 
tho nations Is Important and also val- 
uable to us, and we cannot hope to 
maintain it without making our share 
or necessary sacrifices. The affair Is o. 
sufficient imnortnnce to Canada to war- 
rant n reouest Tor tlie fullest considera- 
tion by the Imnerlal authorities. an " 
ad bins are willing to make sacrifices, 
hot a lenlous regard for the principles 
of self-government makes it advisable 
that tlie nubile be taken more fully Into 
the confidence of the Imnerlal authori- 
ties in reennl to tho need of the polios 
now Imnoscl unon the Pacific province. 
— Toronto Globe.

The loss if the steamer Columbia on 
the Pacllic const lias once more served 
to draw attention to tlie working of the 
United States law which prevents the 
United States owner of a foreign built 
ship from securing United States regis- 
try for her. and consequently, under the 
navigation laws using her In carrying 
cargo from one United Stat-s port to 
another, such vessels being coiillned to 
trade with foreign countries. As a re- 
sult of the operation of this law and of 
the coast navigation laws. Shipping Il- 
lustrated points out that American ship- 
ping is given a fictitious value, in the 
sense that a ship Which would be con- 
sidered worn out and unlit for any trade 
under a foreign Hag still retains a cer- 
tain value under the United States flag. 
Tin- British shipowner gets rid of his 
obsolete vessels by sidling them to for- 
eigners, principally Japs and Greeks, 
who employ tliem In the coastwise trade. 
The United States vessel which has be- 
come obsolete possesses a home value. 
As Shipping Uustrated puts it: "What 
'skies to foreigners' are to England, 
sales to the Pacific coast are to United 
States Atlantic coast owners, and the 
western border of this country has ns 
line a collection of antique marine Iron- 
mongery in active service us could be 
found In Japan or Greece, only In our 
case the high cost of operation Is offset 
by the monopoly enjoyed under tlie nav- 
igation laws. These second-hand Atlan- 
tlc-const-bullt steamers now on the Pa- 
cllic coast are simply marine anachron- 
isms Built for si twice widely different 
from those ruling on the Pacific, their 
history has been a sad one from the 
beginning." This Is putting It plainly 
enough The Columbia was one of tlie 
class of vessels of^ which complaint is 
made She would long ago have gone on 
the scran heap but for the fact that the 
United States navigation laws gave her 
a value which otherwise she would not 
have possessed. When the operation of 
a law produces undesirable effects it Is 
high time to amend or rescind It.— 
Montreal Gazette.

Since 1889 Canada lias paid In lire in- 
surance premiums approximately $2fi0,- 
fion (inn. This enormous total would bo 
vastly Increased If figures were avail- 
able Which would show the amount 
spent In lire brigade maintenance. Win- 
nipeg, for instance, at tlie present time 
is spending over J 120,000 annually In 
maintaining Its brigade. Every cent or 
this expenditure Is necessary In view or 
the fact that our supply ol water Is so 
limited. Proportionately more Is being 
spent on the fire brigade in Winnipeg 
than in any other city In Canada Tor a 
similar purpose. Nevertheless, the lia- 
bility to lire and to conflagrations In 
such dial insurance companies impose 
specially high rates because the protec- 
tion against tire Is not commensurate. 
With the risk.— Winnipeg Uroe Press.

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STOPS FISHING ABOVE 
THE FRASER BRIDGE 



For the First Time This Season 
the Dominion Government 
Takes Action 



FLEET OF BOATS IS TURNED BACK 



Gulf Fleet Caught in Gale and Several 
Boats Capsized — Humpbacks 
On Increase 



Vancouver, Aug. 5. — For the first 
time this season the Dominion gov- 
ernment last night took cognizance of 
breaches of the fishery regulations 
which prohibit fishing above New 
Westminster bridge between the hours 
of G o'clock Saturday morning and (i 
o'clock Monday morning. Ever sinco 
the opening of the season this regu- 
lation had been disregarded, but last 
night government patrol boats went 
out on the river and turned back all 
the would-be poachers. The latter 
retired gracefully and there was no 
trouble. 

Although the regulations were as- 
sented to at Ottawa many months ago, 
no copy of them was sent to Fishery 
Inspector Sword, and so ho was offic- 
ially ignorant concerning them. It is 
presumed, In view of his action last 
night that ho has boon advised to stop 
the Illegal fishing. 

Tho humpbacks aro making their 
appearance in the Strait, and In the 
Fraser river in increasing numbers, 
much to tho anxiety of tho canners, 
for these fish aro looked upon as the 
harbingers of tho end of tho sockeye 
run. Out of forty thousand fish re- 
ceived at Fraser river canneries on 
Friday night and Saturday from traps 
on tho Strait, 70 per cent were hump- 
backs. Another cannery expects to re- 
ceive fifteen thousand fish today from 
the traps, and those contain the same 
proportion of humpbacks. 

The. run of sockeye on tho river 
was no greater last night, the average 
for the main river having been thirty 
and for tho North Arm sixty to the 
boat. On tho upper river tho average 
was forty. 

The gale of wind last night played 
havoc with tho fishing fleet on the Gulf 
and in the vicinity of C'anne Pass sev- 
eral boats were capsized, and dozens 
of boats left the banks and ran Into 
the river for shelter. As the tide is out 
this .morning many boats have not 
reached the canneries, and there is fear 
that some of them niav Jiavq boon 
"caught by the gale uHie're J'th'ey could 
not get shelter, and drowning of some 
crews may have occurred.

Many Gold Quartz Prospects Aro Now 
Being Developed 



MILLIONS OF TOSS 

OF ORE IN SIGH! 



Marvelous Showing In the Raw- 
hide Mine In the Bound- 
ary District 



"Wo have now two or three million 
tons of ore in sight in t'ho Rawhide 
mine," said Manager W. C. Thomas, 
of the Dominion Copper Co., to j 
tho Pioneer, Pheonlx. "In fact, wo 
have ore enough to last us for twenty 
years, even though we do not develop 
any more, which, by the way, we are 
continually doing." 

By courtesy of Air. Thomas tho I 
Pioneer man visited the Rawhide, I 
Supt. Chas. Rundbcrg also being in 
the party. Tho Pioneer man recollects 
that about two years ago M. M. John- j 
son, consulting engineer, in a report oni 
the Rawhide, estimated that there! 
were a million tons of ore available; 
there. But with development, and j 
notwithstanding that the mine had been 
Oh tho shipping list steadily since, the 
amount now available has doubled or 1 
trebled — to say nothing of what tho 
future may show up. 

As a matter of fact, the first few! 
months of development at the Raw- 1 
hide did not show what was hoped for, 
but, contrariwise, the last few months 
[have proved the mine to be one of the 
best in tho camp, and the management 
of the Dominion Copper Co. is mighty j 
well pleased at the prospects and 
actual condition of the property. And 
the Xdoneer man while not laying 
claim to any special metallurgical 
knowledge, after going through and 
over the property, must agree with Mr. 
Thomas -for even a newspaper man 
can see the copper when It is sprinkled 
all t'hrough the rock which ever way he 
turns. Consequently, there Is every 
reason to believe that Mr. Thomas Is 
not a whit too sanguine about tho 
Rawhido mine. 

When development of the Rawhido 
was first undertaken, experience show- 
ed that tho first oro encountered In tho 
gigantic ore body ran pretty low ] 1 1 ■ 
copper, scarcely one per cent., or 20 
pounds of copper to the ton. But 
latterly, when t.'.ho oro had been pone- 
trated to a greater extent with longi 
adits and crosscuts, tho oro Is running 
closo to -10 pounds of copper to the ton, 
aside from gold and silver values. | 

The system' of operating the Raw- 
hido lias been somewhat changed, also. 
There aro six tunnels on tho property, 
and handling tine ore is now done by 
making raises from tho lower levels, 
dropping tho oro in chutes from several 
hundred feet above, running it out to 
the oro bins, and thus affecting not a 
little economy of handling Fore- 
man George Johns has from 100 to 
125 men employed, and has not tho 
least difficulty In furnishing the 700 
tons dally wanted at tho smelter, when- 
ever tho reduction works can handle it 
and the C. P. R. can furnish the ore 
clumps. In fact tho oro bunkers aro 
kept filled with a thousand tons of oro 
continually,, and tho development is 
kept far ahead of tho requirements. 
To t!iio. layman, or, for that, matter, to 
tho practical miner the company seems 



The principal wealth producing mi- 
orals of tho Cranbrook district lias so 
far been silver, lead and coal, With a 
small but increasing output of gold 
from the placer mines of Perry and 
Wild Horse creeks, says the Prospec- 
tor. 

.Many gold quartz prospects aro nw 
being developed. The prospecting and 
developing of galena properties in the 
Selklrks and tho mam range of the 
Rockies goes steadily on, and a num- 
ber of properties have readied a con- 
dition that shipments can be made. 

Copper in paying quantities is known 
to exist on the headwaters of the St. 
Mary's river, on tho North Fork of 
Wild Horse creek, also at Tobacco 
Plains and Sheep Mountain. 

Barge deposits of hematite iron have 
been located n Bull river, and Bear 
mountain. The big iron deposits of 
this district will no doubt surprise the 
world in production and quality when 
once it enters upon the production 
stage. 

All over tho Cranbrook district tliero 
are mines that are rapidly- being de- 
veloped. Perhaps in no section of tho 
province is the outlook for mining 
brighter than in the Cranbrook dis- 
trict. In the mountains on both sides 
of the Kootenay river, prospectors and 
mine owners are slowly but surely 
driving tunnels or sinking shafts to cut 
tho numerous veins which outcrop on 
the mountains. 

In this district Is found the two 
largest silver-lead producing mines in 
Canada, yet the mining as well as the 
lumbering industry of tho district is 
handicapped by lack of transporta- 
tion, Agents of tho C. P. R. have in- 
vestigated the possibilities of tho Up- 
per Columbia and Kootenay valleys 
and chances for tonnage, and their 
report has been favorable. Tho quiet 
yot persistent development of tho min- 
ing resources, the daily increase of 
ere on the dumps of properties being 
worked, all demand increased railway 
facilities. 

To, build railways, it requires sub- 
stantial evidence of tonnage. This 
question has been answered by Mr. 
White, second vice president of the C. 
P. R. who on his return from his trip 
through tills district, said: "There Is 
no doubt of the future of this section 
of country cither from the standpoint 
of the miner, the lumberman, the 
fruit grower and the agriculturist." 
These questions which always arise 
when enterprises looking towards tho 
development of the district aro in- 
augurated have all been met and ans- 
wered. To the north in the Winder-- 
mere district there Is a large daily 
tonnage in sight from tho mines, a 
large area of lumber has been secured 
and mills will be built just as soon 
as there Is transportation in sight. 

Placer mining is increasing its de- j L 
volopment In the district, there are still 
a large number of mine owners, lum- 
bermen and business men who have 
had a firm faith in the future, whe 
havo foresight enough to put their bus 
Iness affairs into condition to antlcl 
pate the building of railways up the 
St. Mary's river, also, ' 
Central railway. 



Properties are Again Attracting 
Attention— Ample Capital 
Promised 



Nelson, Aug. C. — The mining situa- 
tion is again undergoing a change. In 
spite of a tightening of tho monoy 
markets, of the lure of land specula- 
tion, and of an unsatisfactory smelter 
situation, Kootenay mines arc again 
attracting interest and there is promise 
of capital for development. The pre- 
sent interest does not seem to bo 
awakened by prospects so much as 
by properties that havo hoen woiked 
before but abandoned In whole or in 
part on account of tin- necessity for 
big expenditure on development. 

Tho most Interesting feature locally 
is the resumption, after a long ported 
of Inaction, of work on the Silver King 
mine on Toad mountain, the property 
of the Hall Minos company. The 
property is being unwat'ered, and it is 
the Intention of the management to re- 
sume operations where M. S. Davys, 
tho last lessee of the property, left off. 
The force employed in tho mine has 
been considrably Increased during the 
week. 

Rumors have been coming, which so 
far, however, lack confirmation, that 
some now very rich finds havo been 
made in Sheep Creek valley. One re- 
port is of the discovery just above, tin; 
Motlhcr Bode group of ore carrying 
values of over $20. 

The stock market for the past week 
has been fairly active, with prices firm 
ami but few changes apparent. Spo- 
kane exchange reports business much 
in the same condition as locally, while 
eastern exchanges record but few 
sales. 

Alberta Coal Coke remained firm 
and almost unchanged, several thous- 
and shares ' changing hands at the 
present high figures. Consolidated 
Smelters were In more demand than 
for some time, at an advance of from 
J"i to $7 per share over their usual 
quotation. Canadian Goldflelds Syn- 
dicate weakened, with but little busi- 
ness offered. Diamond Valo sold to 
an extent but at'VerV'Iow figures, B. 
C. Copper weakened slightly towards 
the close, selling off about SI per 
share. Dominion Copper .showed al- 
most no change. Internationa] Coal 
was inactive and unchanged, and no 
business recorded- Rambler-Cariboo, 
as anticipated, dropped frnrn ,1 lo fc 
per share with largo buying orders at 
the unusual low quotation. Sullivan 
advanced a. rent or so, -with large sell- 
ing orders.? r White Bear strengthen- 
ed slightly and was more active than 
for some , time.

Sookoyo Season Over — A Two-Thirds

Rivers Inlet, Aug. 3. — The Sockeye 
season at Rivera Inlet is practically 
over. About a two-thirds pack has 
been put up, and most of tho canneries 
havo now closed down witli an approx- 
imate total pack of 82,950 cases. 

During t'.ho past week tho fish have 
been exceedingly scarco though the 
weather has been fine. But littlo ad- 
dition was made to tho pack this week.

In tho meantime all 
the graders have been discharged, and 
Grand Forks fh consequence Is full of 
railway laborers who will not wait un- 
til t?.hf> same work starts up again, but 
aro looking for new employment. 

Harvesting in Okanagan 
Armstrong, Aug. 5.— Haying in this 
district Is now finished, and tho qual- 
ity Is the best. Prices too aro hotter 
tlian for years; new hay, loose, being 
worth $15 per ton, delivered. 

Fall wheat cutting commenced last 
Friday, and is now in full swing. 
Spring wheat will bo about ten days 
later; tho. yield of fall wheat will he 
very good, athough tho quantity . sown 
is much less than In previous years, 
the subdividing of a number of largo 
farms, formerly w'hent producers, 
greatly diminishing It. Oats aro a 
splendid crop, and cutting will com- 
mence with tho spring wheat.

When he found himself under arrest, 
Sherwin asked permission to go to the 
toilet. This was granted, but Chief 
Langley took the precaution to post 
himself in a position to seo the port- 
hole, so that lie might observe if Sher- 
win threw anything out the window. 
He was rewarded by seeing a hand ex- 
tended from the porthole and a bunch 
of money in bills, sliver and copper 
thrown overboard. One of the coppers 
struck the rail of the ship, balanced 
for a moment and then fell back 
deck. This was secured by the chief 
and may bo the means of fastening 
crime on Sherwin. It was a peculiar 
foreign coin of the value of about ten 
cents. 

Chief Langley at once inquired ol 
Sherwin Ills reason for throwing tlx 
money overboard, and the latter aftei 
first denying that he had done so, said 
I that he had picked It up on the bar 
I of the Atlantic saloon in Vancouver, 
and he was afraid that was what the 
chief wanted him for.

, Mr. Hawksley s 'Station was former- 
ly the headquarters of the mission 
work of the Anglican church in the 
Yukon and the residence of Bishop 
Bompas The village is the residence 
of some eighty whites. Across the 
lake from the white settlers there is 
an Indian village. .The Conrad mining 
district is about twelve miles distant. 
There is situated the longest aerial 
tramway in the world over which cop- 
per quartz Is carried to the Ladysmith 
smelter. Mr. Hawksley states that 
there is muclf'acttvity in the district 
at present. 

The Rev. Mr. Hawksley has had 
twenty years' missionary experience, 
and for a time was stationed on the 
Mackenzie river going as far north as 
Fort MacPherson.

The bylaw to amend the liquor regu- 
lations bylaw, which was introduced at 
the Monday evening council meeting, 
seems likely to prove a hard nut to 
crack. The judgment of tho full 
court which prevents the closing of tho 
hotel bars is a hard one to get round, 
while the closing of .saloons while 
their competitors remain open is con- 
sidered in some quarters to be an in- 
vidious course., The task which now 
confronts the city's advisers is the by 
no moans easy one of drafting a by- 
law which will satisfy those members 
of the council who supported the de- 
fective bylaw and at tlie same time 
be within the four corners of the chief 
justice's judgment. 

An attempt was made in the bylaw 
introduced for Monday to legislate an 
hotel barroom open to the public Into 
a saloon in subsection 3 of clause 3, 
but this clause was held over for fur- 
ther consideration, the city solicitor 
himself being apparently of the opin- 
ion that with further study the draft 
might be improved. The same fate 
overtook clause 2, and clause -1, provid- 
ing for an Increase of the license fee, 
was stricken out. 

The Colonist reproduces textually 
the bylaw its presented to the council 
on Monday evening, and which passed 
the committee stage with the excep- 
tion of the three clauses already 
noted. 

"The municipal council of the cor- 
poration of the city of Victoria enacts 
as follows: 

"1. Section (> of the liquor license 
regulation bylaw 1907, No. 503, is here- 
by repealed and the following section 
is substituted therefor: 

"6. No Person ovlously under the 
Influence of liquor shall bo permitted 
to remain In saloons or restaurants. No 
female customer shall be permitted to 
remain In saloons. Any female (other 
than the licensee — if a female — or the 
wife of a licensee if assisting In the 
business) found drinking in tho sa- 
loon shall be deemed a customer. 

"2. Section 7 of said bylaw No. 503 
Is hereby repealed and the following 
substituted therefor: 

"7. Saloons shall be closed on Sun- 
days and during the following hours 
of the night on other days namely: On 
Mondays, Tuesdays, . Wednesdays, 
Thursdays and Fridays from 12 o'clock 
each midnight to -1 o'clock the next 
morning. 

"On Mondays from 1 o'clock a. m. 
•I o'clock p. in. 

"Tin.' above in addition to the re- 
quirements by the liquor traffic regu- 
lation act to close from 11 o'clock on 
Saturday night to one of the clock 
on Monday morning thereafter. 

"3. Section 10 of said bylaw No. 503 
Is hereby repealed and the following 
is substituted therefor: 

"10. (1) An Imtel license shall only 
be issued or renewed for the sale by 
retail of wines, spirits or other fer- 
mented or intoxicating liquors In a 
building in use as an hotel and con- 
taining not less than thirty rooms 
actually furnished and used for hotel 
purposes, 

"(II) Hotels shall have one bar- 
room only on the premises for the 
use of the general public during law- 
ful hours. 

"(Ill) Whore the barroom of an ho- 
tel is open to the general public tho 
same shall be deemed a saloon anil be 
governed by the regulation's herein 
contained as to saloons, saving and 
excepting all Statutory exceptions In 
favor of guests at the hotel with meals, 
bona fide travelers, the occupant or 
members of his family and authorized 
servants, and persons producing re- 
quisition from medical practitioners or 
justices of the peace requiring liquor 
for medicinal purposes, and other stat- 
utory exceptions. 

"(IV) No holder of a license In re- 
spect of an hotel which lias a bar- 
room open to the general public at any 
time supply fermented or Intoxicating 
liquor In any other part of the hotel 
premises than In such barroom to any 
person not being a resident guest of 
tho hotel or within the statutory ex- 
ceptions set forth in the next preced- 
ing subsection. And where an hotel 
has no barroom open to the general 
public It shall be unlawful' to sell •fer- 
mented or intoxicating liquors to per-

"(II) Any infraction by a licensee of 
the regulations contained in sections 
4, 5, 9, 10, 11 and 12 hereof; as to 'said, 
section 10 In so far as the regulation 
requires of the licensee anything to be 
done or omitted— shall entail a refusal 
of renewal of tho license, and upon 
such Infraction being proved the board 
of licensing commissioners shall re- 
fuse renewal accordingly. 

"11. Tho repeal herein contained shall

RAILWAY TO PENTICTON 

Two Lines of Transportation Will Be 
Givon the Similkameen Towns 

The latest map of British Columbia 
got out by the C. P. R., giving the 
lines and projected lines of communi- 
cation, shows the Sponce's Bridge and 
Xlcola branch extended in dotted lines 
from CJuilchena to Princeton, Hedloy, 
Keremcos and Falrvlew to Midway, 
says the Pentlcton Press. A branch 
is run in from Falrvlew to Okanagan 
Falls and Pentlcton. This route, if 
finally adopted, will give tho Similka- 
meen towns two lines of railway and 
place them, together with Falrvlew 
on the shortest lines of the C. P. It. 
to the coast. Falrvlew would become 
an important point of junction with 
the Pentlcton branch and mall line. 

This is probably the most practic- 
able route that tho road could follow 
as the C. P. P. would then retain its 
share of the Similkameen trade nnd 
still control that "of the Okanagan. 
The greater portion of tho traffic in, 
and out of Okanagan would pass 
through Pentlcton. it being shorter 
from most points than the S. & O. 
line. What tliis would mean to Pen- 
ticton is not difficult to see. The 
town would at once spring to the fore- 
most place in the entire valley. Its 
position as the terminus of water 
communication via Okanagan lake, 
with the fine country at its back, 
would ensure its rapid growth and 
future supremacy. 

That such a line, or one similar to 
that outlined, will be constructed be- 
fore long is quite evident. Tho V. A 7 . 
& E. in pushing Its way into Similka- 
meen from the east will capture the 
trade from the mines, and it will thus 
be essential for the C. P. P.. to com- 
plete its line to Midway in order to 
secure direct transportation for coke- 
Ing coal from the Crow's Nest and 
give the mines a shorter route of 
transportation to the smelters. 

The Great Northern has its atten- 
tion taken up at present with its Si- 
milkameen line. Tills railroad has 
now readied Keremeos within Ihirty- 
livo miles of Pentlcton. AVith a 
branch Into Pentlcton and a steamer 
on Okanagan lake .1. .1. Hill would se- 
cure a great portion of the Okanagan 
trade, giving the district a much 
shorter route of transportation for its 
produce to the east than that which 
is now supplied by the main line of 
tho C P. P. That a man of Hills 
business ability has his eye upon the 
trade of this valley there can be no 
doubt, and we may expect develop- 
ments at any moment. Two railroads 
Into Pentlcton are, therefore, assured 
within a reasonably short spneo of 
time, and the place will then become 
the most desirable part of the pro- 
vince in Which to reside.

San Francisco, Aug. 0.— The men 
who are interested in tho movements 
of the stars of tho prize ring are ask- 
ing one another these days: "Has 
Battling Nelson come to tho purling 
of tlie ways?" 

Nelson's showing in his sensational 
fight witli Jimmy Britt was disappoint- 
ing alike to himself and to his host of 
admirers, and reasons are being sought 
which would at once explain his de- 
feat and give him hope that this, his 
most decisive reverse does not mean 
tlie end of his career as a boxer of 
class. To the eye Nelson was tlie pic- 
ture of an athlete at tlie height of his 
powers Wednesday night and it seems 
incredible that lie should have no more 
years of usefulness as an athlete be- 
fore him. 

Should it lie that his star as a boxer 
has been dimmed forever it will be but 
the repetition of a story as old as the 
prize ring. It has boon tlie history of 
boxing that men who depend moro 
upon their strength than upon their 
cleverness do not wear well. Nature 
imposes a severe penalty upon thoso 
who violate her laws, and it is pos- 
sible she is playing tricks upon the 
hardy Dane who thought he would 
never lose tiie wonderful powers with 
which she endowed him. 

Nelson lias been one of the great 
money winners of the ring. In four 
of his fights the gate receipts totalled 
the enormous sum of $107,000. When 
he met Gans at Goldfield tlie receipts 
were $00,710. The receipts lor his first 
light with Britt were $27,770. At Colma 
the same boxers drew $48,311, while 
at their third and latest meeting on 
Wednesday night they drew $22,000. [ 

Nelson's career may lie said to have 
commenced when lie was matched to 
light Spider Welsh, of this city, at 
Salt Lake City, April 0, 1004, Welsh 
was under the management of Sammy 
McClintick at Hie time, and the Salt 
Lake promoter did not inform Welsh 
as to the Identity of the man lie was 
to meet, in fact McClintick was told 
the Salt Lake boxer was an unknown. 
Tlie match was made and Nelson prov- 
ed to be the unknown. The Dane 
gave Welsh a beating from which he 
never recovered. McClintick lias of-! 
ton said since then that he would never 
again match any boxer under his con- 
trol against a man lie did not know. 

Welsh was well known here, and ids 



Nelson did not appear in tlie ring 
again until lie met Joe Gans at Gold- 
field one year after'hls light with Brltp 
Tlie Nevada affair was to have boon 
.to a finish, but Nelson was declared 
the loser by Referee George Slier in 
tlie forty-second round upon a claim 
of foul being lodged by Gans. Had tho 
fight gone three rounds farther It was 
the intention of tlie club officials to 
aslc Referee Slier to stop the light and 
call it a draw. Dusk was settling down 
rapidly and it was dark before tlie last 
of the spectators reached tlie main 
street of the bustling mining camp 200 
yards away. 

The custom of tlie ring would have 
required the men to appear the. next 
day to tight It out if it had been called 
a draw. Neither man would have been 
In condition to appear In the ring the 
next day, however, as both wore badly 
punished. Gans' chief trouble was 
disabled right hand. He had driven 
the second knuckle back in trying to 
stop the rushes of tlie Battling Dane. 

It has been a favorite topic for dis- 
cussion among the followers of tiie ring 
as to what the effect of that battle 
would be on the two principals. Nelson 
lias been tried, and it seems tho fight 
left its mark on him. Gans is the next 
to undergo the test of competition, and 
much -curiosity is felt as to liow he 
will acquit himself. It must be said 
of him that while Nelson mauled him 
about from start to finish of the fight 
lie did not take the punishment about 
the head and body that lie administered 
to the Dane. 

While Nelson has been fighting at 
regular Intervals for record breaking 
purses he has tilled the time between 
liis ring engagements witli protflablo 
appearance in vaudeville. He has had 
a tremendous earning capacity on tho 
road both for himself and for tlie the- 
atres at which he lias appeared. He 
generally received $1,500 each week 
tor his services, and his salary never 
fell below $1,000. His record week wn 
at Denver, where lie showed on 
guarantee and percentage and his 
share was $1,700. Nelson has taken 
can; of liis money and lias invested 
It shrewdly in real estate. He lias don 
much for the members of ills family, 
one of his brothers being educated 
the University of California through 
the efforts of tiie BaCiler.

' Commodore of the World's 
Merchant Marine" Died While 
Winding Chronometer 



VESSEL SIXTY BAYS OFF 



Buffeted Severely by Storms and 

Forced to Return Twice to Shel- 
I tor of Staten Island 



Tho British fillip Holt Hill was 
brought to the outer dock ' yesterday 
morning and news was given by her 
officers of the fight with the elements 
off Capo Horn, where for sixty clays 
the vessel battled with storms, and 
whore Capt. T. 13. Parker, w'Jioso 51 
years of sea service had earned for him 
the title of "Commodore of the World S 
Merchant Marine" died in harness, 
.succumbing to heart failure at tho 
age of four score, while arranging one 
of tho ship's chronometers. 

The Holt Hill left Greenock on Jan- 
uarv S, after loading a full cargo of 
general merchandise, including bricks, 
liquors, pipes, and miscellaneous con- 
signments for the merchants of Vic- 
toria, Vancouver and the sound. She 
made a fast run to Staten Island. In 
March tho ships Waterloo and Francis 
Fisher were spoken, and tho latter 
vessel was again sighted In the lati- 
tude of San Francisco in the Pacific. 
The first attempt to round the Horn, 
tho Holt Hill, after fighting for sev- 
eral davs, was obliged to put about 
and return to Staten Island. A se- 
cond attempt was no more successful, 
hut on the third essay tfJie vessel strug- 
gled through tho gales which raged 
off the Cape of Storms and made her 
way into the Pacific after sixty days 
or more of struggling., 

It was while the ship was being buf- 
feted, by the heavy gales off the Cape 
that old Capt. T. B. Parker loll II, 
and for tf.hreo weeks ho lay in his 
bunk in tho chart room, even then 
never permitting others to direct the 
navigation of tho vessel. Tho steward, 
Walter AVorsh was in constant attend- 
ance on him. On the day of his death 
Capt. Parker had insisted on leaving 
his bunk to wind one of tho chrono- 
meter in the cEhar-t house when he sud- 
denly. fell forward and died, as a re- 
sult " of heart .failure. ' This was on 
Mav 23. On the following day bo was 
buried at sea with full honors and the 
mate, Capt. Anderson took command. 
The seamen point out that the storms 
which had been raging subsided when 
tho master died and from that time 
good weather was experienced. 

For more than fifty years Capt. 
Parker had sailed the seas as a master 
mariner, and his record fhad won him 
the title of the "Commodore of tho 
World's Merchant Marine", which was 
first applied by a writer in a British 
shipping journal. His • record was a 
good one, .and in the many ports of 
tho seven seas wherever he Unas been 
lie has many friends who will mourn 
him. In Victoria, where he came two 
years ago in .the Holt Hill, he is 
mourned by many. 

Captain Parker was a native of Bos- 
ton Eng., but his home of recent years 
bad been Liverpool. Be had just 
firilsShed a visit at Liverpool for the 
first time in three years. 

He was educated for the law, but the 
call of the sea was too strong and to 
answer it he left his profession. He 
loved the sea and had been heard to 
say that he had no horror of ultimately 
being claimed by it. Ho shipped at an 
early age and while a very young man 
was' given command of a vessel. When 
first made master Captain Parker sail- 
ed out of Hull, Eng., in the Express, a 
three-masted ship of 700 tons, a big ves- 
sel for the F.0's. In his fifty-one 
and a half years' command Captain 
Parker was master of many fine ves- 
sels. The list includes in addition to 
the Express, the Actaea, Doveuby, 
Cookermouth, Elder Bank, Holt Hill, 
Windermere and again the Holt Hill. 

It was in the Filer Bank and the 
Holt Hill that the captain had two 
rough experiences on former trips 
around the Horn. The Ellor Bank was 
lost and the captain and his erew pick- 
ed "up by a passing sailing vessel, and 
the Holt Hill, on a recent passage, was 
severely damaged at almost the exact 
location of the wreck of the EUer 
Bimk. It is said that Captain Parker 
was burled near the same spot. 

In addition to being better educated 
than the average master, Captain 
Parker was not a drinking man, to 
which fact ho attributed his long life 
and splendid physique. 

MORE COAL SHIPS 

Four Steamers Have Been Added to 
Fleet on Way to Australia 

Four more largo coal steamers havo 
just been added to the fleet under 
charter to load coal In Australia for 
San Francisco; They are tho British 
Bteamer Aeon and Norwegian steamer 
EIr. for Newhall & Co., and the British 
.steamer Kelvinbank and Dutch steam- 
er Nederland for Hind, Rolph & Co. 

The latter firm has also chartered 
the barkentine , Lahalna and tho 
.schooner H. K. Ha.1) tpx the. same busi- 
ness. The coal fleet now numbers 
62 vessels, with about a dozen under 
charter but not yet announced. 

The British steamer Yeddo arrived 
yesterday at San Francisco with coal 
from Australia for H. M. Newhall it 
Co, The will proceed north after dis- 
charging and load part cargo for a 
return voyage, being scheduled to leave 
liero Sept. 20 as tho second vessel to 
Bail In the Australian Mail service. 



Capt. David Balrd, who has been ap- 
pointed marine superintendent for the 
Weir steamers for British Columbia, 
and Puget Sound ports, with offices at 
Seattle will assume his new duties as 
soon as a captain Is sent to relievo 
him of the command of the company's 
big steamship Kumorlc: It Is not 
known yet who will take command of 
the vessel. 

Capt. Blard has been following the 
sea for thirty-three years, and for the 
past tlfteen years has been with the 
Weir company. He first shipped on the 
old bark Celurca, a vessel of ah nit 
600 tons carrying capacity, but con- 
sidered then a largo ship. There he 
stnyed for over four years. 

In 1892 ho entered the service of the 
Weir company and took command fo 
tho British hark Castlebank. Later ho 
took command of tho Thlstlobnnlc, well 
known on the Sound. 

After serving on tho sailing ships of 
tho company he was placed In com- 
mand of the steamsnlp Quito, Yeddo 
and the Kumorlc, respectively. Tho 
last addition to the company's floot 
has been in commission but about eight 
months. In 1881, while Capt. Balrd 
was mate of the old bark Macedonian, 
the vessel was cut in two. Although 
everybody aboard escaped it was a 
close shave, as the vessel sank Imme- 
diately. 

During his service with tho Weir 
company. Capt. Balrd has acted as 
marino superintendent for the com- 
pany, both in this country and on the 
other side . A year ago he acted in 
the same capacity in New York and ho 
Is thorough familiar with the duties of 
his new office.

"While new charters are to bo re- 
ported since our last advices," says 
the circular, "there are many Inquiries 
in the market principally for tho Oi'l 
ental trade. Shippers' ideas as to' rates 
are very much < below those- of fcbe 
owners. 

"In regard to steam freights, there 
Is nothing at all doing for wheat, and 
flour and we expect to see present 
conditions to continue until after . har- 
vest The wheat crop promises to bo 
unusually large, and as the movement 
will probably be In the direction o' tho 
Orient and California, we expect to 
see considerable Inquiry for steam ton- 
nage during the next few months. The 
supply of steamers 1?, however, ample 
for all requirements and we do not 
look for any higher rutes. 

"The lower prices at which mills 
have been willing to soli lumber havo 
had the effect of Increasing the num- 
ber of Inquiries from abroad ami, 
though few actual charters are report- 
ed, we look for much heavier business 
in the near future. The number of 
large schooners which have been with- 
drawn from the coastwise trade and 
are accepting foreign business is keep- 
ing rates down, as these vessels can 
work at freights which are prohibitive 
.to steamers while the hunker situation 
remains as ■ at present. A revival of 
.the demand for lumber in San Fran- 
clsco will quickly remove this com- 
petition. 

"Sailing vessels are a drug on tho 
market and there Is scarcely any de- 
mand either for wheat or lumber. A 
number of non-union ships have been 
chartered, September-October loading 
at -both Portland at 2ns, U.K., H.A. or 
D., and others have been taken- on tin; 
Sound out and home, or Newcastle, 
Sl.S.W., Pacific coast and homo. These 
round charters work out very much 
less than union' rates." 

In tho report on tonnage statistics 
the report shows less disengaged ton- 
nage on Puget Sound than at any of 
tho Pacific coast ports. Tonnage on 
the way to the Sound, which <loes not 
Include the large list of regular liners, 
is given as 25,516 for steam and 5-1,501, 
sailing. England tonnage, steam, is 
1-1,200; disengaged, 2.153; engaged ton- 
nage, sail, 25,645. and 2,300 disengaged. 

SONOMA IN PORT. 

Chartered Steamer Makes a Slow 
Passage North. 

. The steamer Sonoma, Capt. Cous- 
ins, reached port about 5 p. in. yester- 
day from San Francisco, bringing a 
large complement of passengers, 
among them a Scandinavian singing 
club which has been competing at San 
Francisco with success. Tho Sonoma 
landed about 120 tons of general 
freight at the ocean dock. She occu- 
pied three days in making the 
trip from San Francisco to this port, 
a day longer than tho record made by 
the City of Puebla, the breakage of 
some pipes In the engine room which 
necessitated her being stopped at sea 
for four hours during Sunday night. 
She loft at S p. m. for Seattle It is 
not likely that the Sonoma wjll be 
continued on this route after tho end 
of the present month. The steamer 
City -of Puebla, which has been reliev- 
ing tho Santa Rosa oh the San Fran- 
olsco-San Diego route, -has been placed 
in the hands of the ship doctors at San 
Francisco for repairs and will bo ready 
about the end of this month. 

Tho ship Waterloo, which has arrived 
at San Francisco from Rotterdam via 
Montevideo, reports having sighted 
a waterlogged ship on July 1(1 In 116 
north, 147 west. Captain Fretwurst 
reported tho derelict as a largo ship, 
but It Is thought by tho hydrogrnphie 
people here that It was tho hull of tho 
gasoline schooner Bessie K., which was 
last heard of about eighty miles off 
shore, drifting toward Hawaii. , - 



SPEEDIEST VESSELS 



Muskoka Classed as Fastest 
Sailing Vessel— Arrow Is 
Fast Steamer 



lEfl CLIPPERS HAVE RECORDS 



Muskoka Mado Voyage From Astoria 
to Queenstown in 107 Days — 
Logged 332 Knots in Day 



Statistics relative to the 'speed of 
the sailing vessels and steamers of 
the seven seas havo been collected by 
a Now York paper, the bark -Muskoka 
being classed as one of the speediest 
sailers afloat. Only ono other ship, 
the Thermopylae of the Aberdeen line, 
is credited witli a smarter piece at 
sailing than that recently mado by tho 
Muskoka. The journal- cites the In- 
stance of the Muskoka's carrying :i,500 
tons of wheat from Astoria around the 
Horn to Queenstown, IS, 000 miles, in 
107 days during which voyage she 
once logged 332 knots in twenty-four 
hours, which is within three knots of 
the record sailing of the Thermopylae. 

Tho Muskoka is now on her \v*ay 
from Tacoma to Valparaiso with ii 
cargo of lumber, having sailed from 
the Sound July 20. Capt. McDonald, 
who was her master when she mado 
the record passage from Astoria, Is 
in command. The Muskoka was built 
at Stockton sixteen years ago She is 
a steel vessel of 2,259 tons; is' 300 feet 
hi . hmgth, -12 feet beam and 2-1 feet 
depth of hold. She was built by 
Richardson, Buck & Co., for the Mus- 
koka Ship company, Ltd. 

In comparing the speed of sailing 
vessels with ocean liners, the article 
declares tho sailer is holding Its own 
and I hat tho steam vessel Is not much 
its superior in speed. The article 
which contains interesting speed sta- 
tistics, is as follows. 

"Whenever one of tho crack ocean 
liners makes a record passage tho pa- 
pers arc Cull of it, and the result Is 
that most persons are under the Im- 
pression that the Kronprinz WUhehn 
and tho Kaiser AVilhelm dor Crosse 
are the two fastest craft afloat. 

"Truly, their speed is very great, 
Each of these ships has averaged 
twenty-three knots or more during a 
run across tile Atlantic. The first 
named did a passage at rather better 
than twenty-three and a half Jtnots, 
and has achieved the really amazing 
feat of steaming 5S3 knots 'within 
twenty-four hours, a record which will 
probably stand until ono- of the now 
giant Cunarders beats it. 

"But there are plenty of other ves- 
sels afloat which can, in slang terms, 
'knock spots off the greyhounds of 
the Atlantic. We have cruisers which 
can do better than twenty-three knots 
sonic of which can come very near 
twenty-live. AVe have destroyers 
which are still faster. One of the 
turbine-fitted destroyers at her trials, 
covered a mile at a speed of thirty- 
five and a half knots, or forty and a 
third miles an hour, which was at 
the time a record for any floating 
thing. 

"The fastest yacht afloat is Charles 
Flint's Arrow. The Arrow was built 
purely for speed. She Is only 130 
feet long. yet. her two boilers give, a 
horsepower of -1,000. After being tun- 
ed nil sin- was stripped of all her fit- 
tings and carrying only sufficient of 
her best hand-picked coal for steam 
purposes she was tried .Tver the gov- 
ernment measured nautical mile on 
the Hudson river. 

"She did the distance in the amaz- 
ingly fast time of 1 minute 32 seconds, 
which works out at 39:03 knots, or 
well over forty-five statute miles an 
hour. At Ibis rate we sJiall soon see 
boats beating trains. 

"It seems foolish tn speak of sailing- 
ship speed in the same breath with 
achievements of this kind, and it Is, of 
course, a fact that no raft propelled by 
wlndpower has ever traveled half so 
fast as the steam-driven flyer. At tho 
same time very few realize the very- 
great speeds achieved by sailing craft 
and tie-re Is mucfih ignorance as to 
whal typo of sailing vessels travels 
fastest. 

"Asked this question, there is no 
doubt that Hi.; average man would 
answer: ' A yacht of the type of an 
American cup racer.' He would he 
completely wrong. In absolutely racing 
trim such cracks as Columbia and 
Shamrock III. have been timed to 
travel at a little better than fourteen 
knots for short spurts. The speed of 
yachts fJias Increased by only ono knot 
in tho last fifty years, for tho old Am- 
erica, herself could travel at thirteen 
knots. 

"These speeds are reached, only by re- 
moval of all the interior fittings and 
also of boats and all dock impedi- 
ments. 

"In cruising trim and over a consid- 
erable distance no yacht ever built has 
achieved eleven knots an hour, in fact, 
so far as can be ascertained from the 
perusal of various records the Vigilant 
on 'her voyage from London to Scot- 
land In 1894 made the record day's 
sail. She logged 260 miles In tho twen- 
ty-four hours, which works out at a 
little bettor than ten knots and one- 
half knots an hour. 

"Such speeds, great as they are, do 
not for a moment compare with those 
of large three and four-masted sailing 
ships. Ships of this type attained 
their highest perfection during the fif- 
ties and sixties of t'lie last century as 
China tea clippers — chiefly Baltimore 
built. 

"Tho Thermopylae, of the Aberdeen 
line, has several wonderful feats to her 
credit. She once did the passage from 
Condon lo Melbourne, a distance of 
11,585 miles In sixty days. In ono day 
during that voyage she covered 335 
knots, and It Is on record that for three 
consecutive hours she was tenrlng 
along at the amazing speed of seven- 
teen knots an hour. 

"Seventeen knots Is a rate uPlilch 
comparatively few modern steamships 
achieve, 

"The Crusader was another astonish- 
ingly rapid sailer. She once performed 
a voyage between London and Auck- 
land, more than 12,000 miles In slxty- 
fivo days. 

"Of Into, years comparatively few 
sailing ships have been built for pur- 



poses of speed. The Muskoka, a four- 
mast London bark, is probably tho 
fastest sailing vessel at present afloat. 
Ono of her achievements was to carry 
a cargo of 3,500 tons of wheat from 
Astoria, Ore., round the Horn to 
Queenstown in 107 days. TJhe distance 
is IS, 000 nautical miles. In tho course 
of this voyage tho Muskoka, once log- 
ged 332 knots in the twentyyfour hours 
or only threo knots less than the re- 
cord feat of tho Thermopylae"

SETTLERS TO NECHACO 

Roads and Bridges on Route Are in 
Wretched Condition. 

Kamloops, Aug. 5. — Two intending 
settlers, George Barnes and W. liar- 
graves, jr., havo returned from a trip 
to tho Ncchaco valley, whero they 
havo secured some lino lands In the 
vicinity of Calcu/. lake. They report 
hundred.", of people going in there, but 
the. lack of proper roads and the 
wretched condition of some of the 
bridges and fords Is a great detriment. 
Feed Is abundant on the trail. 

The greatest trouble experienced by 
settlers Is tho want of a resident gov- 
ernment agent. A justice of the peace 
In tho vicinity nets in an unofficial way 
in that capacity, but is not supplied 
with any blank forms and Intending 
settlers filing pre-emptions, etc., have 
to pay for his services. Thousands of 
acres have been secured by speculators 
and as many of those who take up or 
purchase land file their applications 
In Victoria, some others at Barkervllle 
and others elsewhere, tho settler meets 
with much costly delay before he can 
learn whether tho piece of land he 
wants Is vacant or not. and may find, 
nfter riding a score of nilfes and pay- 
ing several dollars for a telegram to 
Victoria, after a delay of five or six- 
days, that the land Is held by some 
one else. It is then a case of riding 
off In search of another location and 
again repealing the performance. 

Mr. Barnes describes the country as 
admirably adapted to farmim- and 
stock raising. He Intends moving to 
his new location as soon as he can got 
his business matters arranged.

Interesting in British Bluebook 
Regarding Provision for 
Old Age 



There were .two liners in port yes- 
terday outward bound to tho Orient, 
the R.M.S. Empress of China, of tho 
C.P.R., and tho steamer Aki Maru. of 
the Nippon Yusen kalsiia, bound out- 
ward from Seattle to Hongkong, via 
the usual ports. BOjth^' vessels carried 
full cargoes, in which flour shipments 
figured largely. The Japanese boat also 
had large shipments' of cotton and ma- 
chinery, as well as some locomotives 
for tho Manchurian railway. 

Included among the shipments by 
tho white liner, Empress of China, 
were nine boxes of human bones. These 
were shipped to tho Tung Wall hospi- 
tal at Canton and contained the bones 
of Chinese who have died in British 
Columbia, which were shipped home- 
ward to Canton for interment in the 
fatherland. The Chinese -going abroad 
usually contribute to a fund which 
provides for the shipment of their re- 
mains back to China. 

The Aki Maru carried among her 
steerage passengers from Seattle Fuji 
Tamura, a little Japanese woman", who 
arrived by the steamer with intent 
to wod Hanchlchl Tamura, a Japanese 
living near Los Angeles. 

Before the United States board of 
special Inquiry of Immigration officials 
at Seattle It was discovered that 
E-Ianshlchl Tamura had been married 
before. H stated that he had obtain- 
ed a divorce from the wife in Japan, 
but the immigration department re- 
fused to recognize the legal separa- 
tion of Oriental law. Hanshichi Tamura 
will return to California wifeless and 
Fuji must go back to her friends In 
the Orient minus the husband and the 
trousseau of American clothes which 
she had expected to receive in Seattle. 

HIILOCiS REACHES 
PORT FROM LIVERPOOL 



Big Blue Funnel Liner Brings 
Large Cargo— L. S. Holt 
a Passenger 



The steamer Anttloehus, of the Blue 
Funnel liner reached William Head 
last night from Liverpool and the ports 
of tho far east, bringing a large cargo 
and a number of Japanese Immigrants 
to add to the number who havo reach- 
ed the province during the past few 
weeks. L. S. Holt, a director of the 
Blue Funnel line, is a passenger. Tf,he 
AntUochus will come to the outer dock 
this morning and after disembarking 
her Japanese passengers, will sail for 
Tacoma, returning about the end of 
the week to discharge about 1,000 tons 
of general freight for this port. 

The AntUochus left Liverpool on 
May 25, Colombo, on June 1!), Singa- 
pore, June 28, Hongkong, July 0, Kobe, 
July 10, and Yokohama, on July 

24. 

The AntUochus is one of (he largest 
steamers of tho company's fleet, being 
of the mastless typo adopted some time, 
ago. S'ho Is 0,011 tons, and Is exceeded 
only by the Teucer which has a ton- 
nage of 0,017 tons. The Teucer Is fol- 
lowing tho AntUochus having left Liv- 
erpool on June 22 for this port.' Sho 
left Hongkong yesterday bound hero, 
via Mojl, Kobe and Yokohama, which 
port sho is scSheduled to lenvn on Aug- 
ust 22, and Is due here about Septem- 
ber 4. The Titan will follow a month 
later. 



Ottawa Fair Buildings Burned. 

Ottawa, August 5. — The grand stand 
of the Central Canada Exhibition, with 
a seating capacity of 13,0,00 was totally 
destroyed by fire this evening, together 
with the smaller buildings near, namely 
the experimental farm building, the W. 
C. T. U. building and the .Art building. 
The loss is estimated at SCO, 000 with in- 
surance almost equal to tho value of tho 
building. 



■ A volume of tables, with! a memor- 
andum, which have been prepared In 
connexion witli the question of old- 
age pensions, has been published by 
tho local govornment board as a blue 
book (cd. M.18). It Is explained In a 
prefatory note, says the London 
Times, that It has been felt that the 
collection of statistics on the subject 
would be useful, and that, at the 
same time. It was desirable lo give a 
brief account of the conclusions that 
havo been arrived at by the commis- 
sions and parliamentary committees 
that have Inquired into the matter. 
'I'hls summarized account of such re- 
sults us have been reached by these 
various bodies, as well as the tables 
which support or Illustrate them, will 
be valuable to students of the ques- 
tion. 

The memorandum concludes with a 
summary of the Information available 
as to existing pensioners of various 
classes, which, as is remarked. Is "too 
miscellaneous" to yield a definite to- 
tal. In discussing the figures, which 
arc roughly tabulated, the memoran- 
dum says: 

From these figures it would appear 
that a large number of persons, a num- 
ber probably well over 250,000, and at 
tho least approaching that figure — arc 
at tho present time in receipt of pen- 
sion and other similar allowances, 
from ono source or another, In the 
United Kingdom. Ono reason for con- 
sidering It highly probable that the 
number is well over 250,000 Is that 
full information as to certain classes, 
o.g., those in receipt of permanent sick 
pay or old ago pay from friendly so- 
cieties, and from pension charities is 
not obtainable. Another reason is that 
tho figures take no account of per- 
sons receiving pensions or allowances 
from former private employers, nor of 
those benefiting under superannua- 
tion schemes or business firms or 
companies. No Informatlpn Is at hand 
as to tho total number of such per- 
sons. But, however few persons are 
in fact included in the classes last 
mentioned, it can hardly be doubted 
that the addition of them to the 
classes for whom approximate figures 
exist, would bring the. total to. a num- 
ber far in excess of 250,000.' 

It is worthy of notice that a largo 
section of the persons shown In tho 
above table, e.g., pensioners of local 
authorities, members of trado unions, 
and others, are in receipt of pensions 
or superannuation allowances to which 
they themselves have contributed. Pro- 
bably this class is increasing in num- 
bers. Lord Rothschild's committee 
(189S) were impressed by the fact 
that "a large and constantly Increas- 
ing section of the Industrial popula- 
tion of this country do already by 
prudence, self-reliance, and self-denial 
make their old ago independent and 
respected"; and since the date of 
their report the funds of friendly so- 
cieties and trade unions, available for 
superannuation, and other benefits, 
show a noticeable Increase Provision 
for superannuation Is also being made 
to a greater extent than formerly by 
local authorities. The tables hi series 
G afford some indication of tho in- 
crease in the funds of friendly so- 
cieties and trade unions, and in the 
results of saving effected by means of 
the post office and other savings 
banks. 

How far the numbers of any exlst- 
tlng pensioners can Tor practical pur- 
poses be deducted from the number 
of persons pensionable on the estimate 
made by Sir E. Hamilton's committee 
it is impossible to say. As already in- 
dicated, the question of tho age of 
existing pensioners of various classes 
is one of doubt, though there Is a 
reasonable probability that a large 
number of the pensioners would bo 
advanced in years. Again, a fair 
proportion of the existing pensioners 
might come on the state pension ns 
possessing Incomes which fell below 
10s. a week, unless they were specifi- 
cally excluded A largo number re- 
celvlng army and navy pensions, su- 
perannuation benefit from friendly so- 
cieties and trade unions, and some 
superannuated officers- of local au- 
toritles would no doubt be in tills po- 
sition. Existing pensioners with in- 
comes above the 10s. a week limit 
must, it would seem, be assumed tn 
be Included in tho number of this 
class ascertained by the departmental 
committee and allowed for In their 
calculations.

Sir. — It appears to inc that the wa- 
ter question has now reached a point 
when some plain speaking on the part 
of those interested is advisable. The 
present situation is fatal to the pro- 
gress of Victoria, and Intolerable to its 
residents. Elk Lake supply has 
been condemned by«Bir. Adams as be- 
ing Incapable of sufficient increase in 
volume, besides being faulty in other 
respec.ts.> The alternatives seem to 
be: (1) To exercise the city's rights 
regarding a supply from the Esquimau 
Water Works Co.; (2) To purchase 
the company's works; (3) To author 
ize some scheme (still in nubibus) to 
bo hatched and carried out by the 
council. The requirements are: Pure 
water In sufficient quantity; a source 
of sufficient elevation to give pressure; 
a supply which can promptly be made 
available so as to relieve the present 
intolerable situation, and at the most 
reasonable cost. As regards Xos. 1 
and 2, Mr. Adams' report certifies the 
purity of the E.W.W. Co.'s water. As 
to its volume and as to the elevation 
of its source. As to the time requir- 
ed to make it available, the company 
is obliged to deliver a supply at the 
city boundary at six cents per one 
thousand gallons fifteen months after 
receiving notice. 

The report speaks in the highest 
terms of the economical and efficient 
way in which the company's works 
have been carried out, and of the way 
in which it has ensured the continued 
pressure of its water by securing the

The series of measures direct- 
ed against railroads In a group of south- 
ern stales, notably Virginia. Alabama, 
North Carolina, and Arkansas, fed the 
operators on the subject. The fact that 
Standard Oil stock itself continued to 
be little affected, did not help the anxi- 
ety on the subject. The stocks usually 
regarded as favorite mediums of spec- 
ulative operations by Standard Oil capi- 
tal, wore quite conspicuously the weak- 
est In the market.

Progress on the Skeena River— 
Swanson Bay Pulp Compan'ys 
Enterprise 



Port Essington, Aug. 2. — Tho salmon 
run is keeping tho men busy at Port 
Essington. The best boat last week 
brought in nearly 2,100 sockeyes, as 
well us some spring salmon. Sockeyes 
bring 10 cents and spring salmon U0 
cents. Spring salmon average be- 
tween 5 and li per cent. Cohoes do not 
average 1 per cent. 

A Japanese boat last week brought 
in a curiosity in tho way of a stur- 
geon. Tlie II sh had only one eye and 
there was 110 indication that nature 
had ever intended tho royal ilsh to 
have had more than one. 

Wild fruit tills year Is unlimited In 
quantity. A pailful of blueberries can 
be gathered within live minutes ot the 
hotel any clay without going outside 
of a 100 foot circle. 

Mr. Gray, P.L.S., with the chief Of 
the British Columbia Land Improve- 
ment company, arrived by tho Prin- 
cess Royal. The next trip they make 
up the river will be in their own boat, 
the Northwest, whlcli is a much heav- 
ier boat than the H. B. Co.'s ilazel- 
ton. The Northwest draws three feet 
of water anil is a slower boat than 
tlie Hazeiton. The water In the can- 
yon is in good condition for passing 
through. Tlie scenery from Kltsung- 
lum Is marred through Ihe large lire 
at Copper river. 

The G. '!'. P. U. camp under Mr. 
Goodman has Just about finished its 
exodus out of the timber onto a gravel 
bur at the mouth of the Copper river. 
It is thought that if they have done 
any location through the tire belt 
much of their work will have to bo 
done over again as all their stakes 
will want replacing. 

A little higher up than the mouth 
of the Copper river there Is a G. T. P. 
camp where they are busy running up 
the south side of the Skeena to Join 
the main line on the north side at 
Kltsalas canyon. 

A number of new houses and build- 
ings have sprung up recently on the 
river route. There Is the new hotel 
and telegraph station at Kitsumgo- 
lum known as Frank's landing. The 
new large hotel at Kltsalas is nearly 
completed. It is very likely that 'two 
pretty towns will soon be built around 
these" two hotels. 

The passengers all walk over the 
short and good portage trail at the 
canyon, which is a wise precaution, 
for even the most careful river pilot 
cannot always ensure safety hi the 
face of a combination of natural forces 
as must lie encountered in the canyon. 

Owing to some family affairs of one 
of tlie directors of the Day Hill hy- 
draulic mine at Lome Creek, there is 
not much work being done this year. 

The Omlneca county Is expected to 
ship well In the clean up this fall. 

There Is <iulte a copper and coal 
district above at Hazeiton. At present 
there is a great deal of speculation 
going on as to whether toe G. T. P. 
will go round by Hazeiton or cut off 
about 80 miles by going un the Telk- 
wa and 'down the Copper river, both 
of which are heavily timbered. 

Horses are very scarce for packing 
purposes at Hazeiton on account of the 
number which were killed on account 
of glanders last season. 

At Swanson bay seventeen men were 
recently landed for the pulp mill. They 
will be engaged on constructional work 
for the new mill. When this Is com- 
pleted the machinery will be erected. 
For power a 100 horsepower engine 
will be required lo run the Pulper. The 
company has a very nice property and 
tho sawmill is almost ready for work. 
It will relieve the small one, which 
has been In use up to the present. 
The menu houses, sidewalk and Jetty 
are completed.

PROVINCE'S IRRIGATION PLANS 

J. A. Macdonald, K. C, Says British 
Columbia Will Blossom 

J. A. Macdonald, K. C, and leader of 
the opposition, recently attended as a 
delegate to an Irrigation convention In 
Calgary. Mr. .Macdonald said that 
tho problem of irrigation was one of 
the Important ones which confront the 
people of this province, says the Ross- 
land Miner. He was tho first to sup- 
port the appointment of an expert as 
a commissioner to look into the ques- 
tion of tho Irrigation of the .arid and 
semi-arid lands of tho province. The 
outcome ol this was that the matter 
was actively taken up by the legisla- 
ture and the appointment of Profes- 
sor Carpenter of Grooly and Fort Col- 
lins. Colorado, who has had a long 
experience with irrigation questions, 
Ho will give the results of his inves- 
tigations to the next legislature, to- 
gether with suggestions as to the best 
methods to put Into vogue to irrigate 
the land In the dry bells of tho prov- 
ince. There are three belts, Mr. Mac- 
donald says, the first being the wot 
belt outside of the mountains. The 

'second belt is east of the mountains, 
which is an arid or semi-arid belt. Then 
comes a seel ion, of which the Koot- 
enays is a portion, which is neither 
very wet nor very dry. 

In the arid and semi-arid belt tho 
land Is rich and can be made to pro- 

, duco splendid crops, provided water 

'can In; got upon It. Tho problem of 

! water for Its irrigation will be solved 
either by storage or by carrying the 

I water by flumes or ditches from the 
existing streams to the Places where 

jit can bo run over the land and make 
it blossom like a rose. The Irrigated 

'belt should in time become tho home 
of many thousands of prosperous ag- 

i rlculturallsts. 

Air. Macdonald said that some of the 
land In the province Is selling for a 
good price. For Instance recently 
Rome land on tho Sterling place in tho 
Okanngan sold for $1,100 per acre. This 
land has trees six years old and yields 
$000 per acre a year, There is a 20- 
acre orchard on tho Aberdeen Placo 
In the Okan'agan valley that yields 
$500 per acre a year. Land that can 
produce wealth at such a rapid rate is 
not dear oven at $1,400 an aero.
